KILL. TWO AMERICANS. 


Double Tragedy Reported in State 
of Jalisco as Result of Mining 
Camp Feud. 

(BY A. P. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
GUADALAJARA (Mex.) Oct. 17.— 

Two American citizens and one Mex- 
ican were killed on Tuesday as the 
result of a feud at a mining camp 
in the State of Jalisco, about eighty 
miles to the northwest of this city. 
Twenty-five foreigners there were 
threatened with extermination. 

The dead Americans are Thomas 
Barrett, a mine manager, and William 
Kendall, a mine employee. 

News of the killing reached this 
city today. 

Barrett was murdered with an ax 
by the Mexican, who was captured 
by Kendall and turned over to the 
rural guards. While the guards were 
escorting the murderer to Magdalena 
they shot him. 

A story reached the mining camp 
that the murderer had been killed 
by Kendall, whereupon a number of 
Mexicans set upon Kendall and killed 
him. The same nicht about 100 Mexi- 
cans attacked all the foreigners in 
camp. The foreigners took refuge in a 
mine after telephoning to Magdalena 
for troops. A detachment of fifty 
rural guards responded and escorted 
the foreigners to Magdalena, where 
they took train for this city. 

SON OF MISSOURI WIDOW.

The British government, it is de- 
clared, would naturally desire to sup- 
port President Wilson in any action 
he might take looking to peace, but 
first of all British interests in Mexico 
must be considered, because those in- 
terests, which include property, bonds 
and other investments, amount to 
many milliona. 

Intervention on the part of the 
United States would not be welcomed 
by the British government, as it is 
feared it would lead to a long and 
Sanguinary war. British investors 
would be the heaviest losers, as they 
would be unable to recoup themselves 
after the war in the same way as 
America would be able to do by the 
annexation of territory or by the en- 
forcement of an indemnity. Nothing 
has been heard from Sir Lionel 
Carden, the British Minister to Mex- 
ico, In regard to the meeting of mem- 
bers of the foreign diplomatic corps 
in Mexico City, and no request has 
come from him for a warship. It has 
been suggested here that a British 
warship might be sent to Mexico, but 
the British Foreign Office is relying 
on Stir Lionel Carden to ask for one 
if he thinks it necessary.

MEXICO CITY DIPLOMATS 
ADMIT THEY ARE AT SEA. 


Representatives of Foreign Nations Are Still Holding 
Conferences but Confess T heir Inability to Solve Prob- 
lem in Southern Republic Even if Huerta Is Elimi- 
nated—Rebels Abandon Torreon.

Oct 17.—[{Exclusive Dispatch.} 

Diplomats, particularly those 
from Europe, are continuing their 
informal conferences with regard to 
the Mexican situation, and it is un- 
derstood on unquestioned authority. 
that the responsibility of the United 
States, in view 4f existing conditions, 
was brought forward and discussed 
at a conference last night. It is 
learned that no decision was reached. 
although matters were reviewed at 
length. It was not a formal gathering 
of the members of the corps, but it 
is understood that England, France, 
Spain Germany, Russia, Austria, 
Norway and the United States were 
represented. 

In some well informed Mexican cir- 
cles the belief exists that a united 
representation by the diplomatic 
corps here would have great weight 
with the present administration, but 
the diplomatists thus far have been 
unable to decide on a united line of 
action in the face of Washington's 
reiterated demands for the elimina- 
tion of Gen. Huerta. The keenest for- 
eign observers declare their inabil- 
ity to devise a solution even should 
Gen. Huerta agree to retire. 

Persons in @ position to receive di- 
rect information from Gen. Huerta 
declare that he intends to hold a free 
election and is indifferent who is 
elected to succeed him. At the same 
time he intends to remain com- 
mander-in-chief of the army for the 
purpose of carrying out the work of 
pacification of the country. The best 
informed foreign and Mexican opin- 
fon is that no one man looms up in 
a situation who could step into Gen. 
Huerta’s shoes and cope with existing 
conditions. 


Neither in official or other circles 
could confirmation be obtained of the 


rumor current last night that the 
Cabinet had been discussing the ad- 
visability of Gen. Huerta retiring. Ad- 
vices of a semi-official character 
reaching here tonight state the rebels 
have abandoned Torreon and that the 
main body is moving south toward 
Zacatecas, the capital of the State of 
Zacatecas, which once before was cap- 
tured by the rebels. Reports late last 
night were that @ small band of reb- 
els had torn up the rails and destroyed 
several bridges between Fresnillo and 


| Zacatecas, thus cutting the lines of 
communication behind the Federal 
garrison at Fresnillo. As Fresnilio 


is only thirty-six miles north of Zaca- 
tecas, the daring of the rebels tn raid- 
ing near Zacatecas is demonstrated. 

Zacatecas is 270 miles south of Tor- 
reon by railroad and unless the Tor- 
reon rebels use trains, previously re- 
pairing the road, concentration on 
Zacatecas would require considerable 
time. Hearing of the rebel evacua- 
tion of Torreon, the ‘government has 
ordered Gen. Trucy Aubert, who is 
at Hippolito, west of Monterey to be- 
gin his advance on Torreon. In the 
meantime, Gen. Jose Delgado, mili- 
tary Governor of Zacatecas, hae 
reached Zacatecas with about 500 
troops from Aguas Calientes, bringing 
the total of the Zacatecas garrison up 
to about 3000 men. Gen. Delgado al- 
so took from here @ plentiful supply 
of ammunition. 

The friends of Gen. Felix Diaz have 
advices from Havana stating that he 
will arrive itn Vera Cruz Sunday in- 
stead of Monday, having made special 
arrangements with the steamship cap- 
tain to gain a day. His hurried re- 
turn is causing a wide range of specu- 
lation among politicians. 

It is reported in financia! circles that 
the government has received 2,500,000 
pesos in cash from local bankas, the 
payment being part of the local loan 
arranged recently.

SULZER REMOVAD ORDER. 


Impeachment Court Winds Up Case 
of New York Governor in Formal 


Style. 

[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

ALBANY, Oct. 17.—The offigial or- 
der of removal of Gov. William Sul- 
zer, filed shortly after the adjourn- 
ment of the impeachment court, with 
the Secrétary of State, is as follows: 

“The Assembly of the State of New 
York having heertofore, to wit, on 
the twelfth day of August, 1913, pre- 
sented to the Senate of said State, 
articles of impeachment against Wil- 


honest and faithful to my trust. No 
influence but my consci nce could 
control me in the performance of my 
duty. I have lest my office, but I kept 
my self-respect. 


“Let us indulge the hope that my 
loss of the Governorship will be the 
people's gain. If my undoing shal! 
be the humble means of destroying 
“‘Bossism’ in New York I shall be con- 
tent. 

“When the court determined to ex- 
clude the evidence of Mr. Hennessy 
and thus prevented my establishing 
facts which would discredit the testi- 
mony of Mr. Peck and show his motive 
for telling an untruth and also dis- 
close corruption in the various de- 
partments of the State government and 
which were largely the inducing 
causes in bringing about by impeach- 
ment in order to prevent further dis- 
closures and prosecutions, I became 
satisfied that it was useless to present 
myself as a witness because I would 
not be permitted to tell ‘the facts 
which I considered my best and most 
ficient means of clearing my name 
n court. 

“I wanted to take the witness stand 
in my own behalf—especially to tell 
the story of my troubles with the 
‘Boss’ and to deny the Peck fabri- 
cations, the absurd story of Allan 
Ryan, and to explaih the Morgenthauy 
testimony. But I was persuaded not 
to do so by those who have in view 
the real welfare of the Btate: and be- 
cause under the ruling of the court 
regarding testimony of Hennessy and 
other witnesses in my behalf, it was 
apparent that my story of the rea- 
sons Murphy ‘ordered’ my itmpeach- 
ment would be ruled out as incompe- 
tent and inadmissible. I was further 
advised that as no evidence against 
me had been adduced of ‘wilful and 
corrupt misconduct in office,” that 
therefore I had committed no im- 
peachable offense as the Governor of 
the State; and hence could not, on 
the evidence before the court, legally 
or justly be removed from office. 

“Those familiar with the facts can 
testify that Peck lIled about me to 
fave his job; that Morgenthau was 
fooled by the clever ruse of an un- 
scrupulous enemy: and that Allan 
Ryan was in Albany several days un- 
der the tutelage of astute counsel to 
ald the prosecution at the psychologi- 
cal moment in any way desired. 
“Suffice it to say that Allan Ryan 
came.to see me; I did not go to see 
him and I never asked him or any 
ether man, to request Senator Reot 
or Delancey Wicoll to see Mr. Barnes, 
or Mr. Murphy or any one else, for 
that matter, to do aught for me re- 
garding the trial. These matters were

to gaid articles of impeachment and 
the impeachment having been tried 
and the court havi by the vote of 
a majority of more than two-thirds 
in number convicted the said respond- 
ent of the charges contained.in the 
first, second and fourth articled ef 
impeachment, and the court hea 
resolved that for the offenses of which 
he had been convicted, the said Wil- 
liam Sulser be removed from his of- 
fice as Governor, 

“It is hereby adjudged that the 
said William Sulzer be afid hereby is 
removed from the office of Governor 
of the State of New York.” The or- 
der is attested by presiding Judge 
Cullen and Patrick E. McCable, clerk 
of the court. 

Presiding Judge Cullen's formal an- 
nouncement of the Governor's re- 
moval in court was as follows: 

"The respondent, William Sulzer. 
having been convicted by the vote of 
more than two-thirds of the members 

f this court on the first, second and 
fourth articles of impeachment, and 
the court having resolved that fer the 
offenses of which he has ~ 
victed the respondent be removed 
from office, it is the judgment of the 
court, and it is now the duty of the 
president to declare that for those 
offenses, the sald William Sulzer. 
Govemor of the State, be and he is 
remove! from his office as 
Go ergor.” 

The impeachment court was ad- 
journed on the motion of Senator 
Wagner, the new Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor. 
“Hear ye, hear ye, hear ye, te all 
whom it may concern,” solemnly in- 
toned the Benator, “this court held 
in, and for the State of New York 
for trial of Gov. William Sulser, now 
stands adjourned sine die,” and the 
trial Was at an end. 

The judges filed to their chambers 
across the corridor. Senators and 
counsel gathéred in Mttle groups, sur- 
rounded by spectators whe swarmed 
down from the galleries. 

Judge D-Cady Herrick, chief of the 
impeached Governor's staff, was asked 
whether or not he expected to take 
an appeal to the United States 8u-

cago Now Denies Story of Suicide

lie, the Cincinnati! leather merchant 
who was found wounded in a hotel 
room here yesterday near the body of 
his wife, confessed to a coroner's 
jury today that he had killed the 
woman and was held to the grand 
jury, charged with murder. After @ 
conference with members of his wife's 
family, Ellis abandoned his assertion 
made at first to the police, that the 
tragedy was the result of a suicide 
compact. He assumed the entire 
blame for the killing and devoted his 
statement to obliterating the impres- 
sion given in his first interview with 
the police that jealousy was the cause 
of the crime. 
Ellis, suffering from a bullet wound 
in his chest and from cuts on his wrist 
and throat, self-inflicted In his abor- 
tive attempt to commit suicide after 
killing his wife, listened almost all day 
to the testimony in the Coroner's 
court. His confession was made in 
a few words. 
“I will state that I shot my wife,” 
he said. “I suppose my mind must 
have been affected. I was worried over 
business troubles and the state of my 
health. I want to say that my wife 
was the grandest little woman in the 
world and the mest virtuous. There 
was no trouble between us. She 
couldn't do anything wrong. 
“She was in bed when I shot her. 
She did not know what I was going to 
do. I did not have any intention of 
doing this when I came to Chicago. I 
shot her first and gashed her after- 
ward with a knife.” 
Ellis, in a state approaching col- 
lapse, begged to be allowed te take @ 
farewell look at his wife's body. He 
was allowed to gee it and pressed his 
lips repeatedly to the face of the 
corpse. 
From testimony today it appeared 
that Ellis, who is 47 years old, killed 
his wife, who was a beautiful woman 
twelve years younger than himself, 
gome time in the late hours of 
Wednesday night and remained for 
many hours with the corpse, making 
ineffectual efforts to kill himself. 
Mre. Billie's body will be taken to 
Cincinnati her brother-in-law, 
Philip C. Fosdick, who came from the 
Ohio city for that purpose. Neither 
he nor Mra. cousin, Morris R. 
Ebersole, who lives here, took any 
steps to procure counsel or other aid 
for Ellis, saying their sole interest was 
in the murdered woman.

“HOLIER THAN THOU.” 

The complaint goes on to state that 
Earl pretends that his newspapers 
are the champions of good govern- 
ment and that they are particularly 
opposed to the liquor traffic. It is 
asserted that Ear! has constantly en- 
deavored to persuade the general pub- 
lic that his “said newspapers were 
holier than the newspapers of his 
competitors and particularly of this 
plaintiff.” 

Another ground for damages and 
the one that contains the meat of 
the cocoanut is that the defendant 
caused photographs to be taken of 
newsboys and carriers as they passed 
saloons and caused such photographs 
to indicate that the Herald is given 
as a premium with drinks and that 
the plaintiff is so greedy of increasing 
its circulation that it gives free dis- 
tribution in saloons. 

The complaint alleges that the 
photographs were untruthfully and 
dishonestly arranged—in other words 
that they were posed for the occasion 
or else that the word “Herald” was 
printed on the sacks or bundles car-

Woman Who Poses as Wealthy Society Leader En- 
veloped by Cloud of Bogus Checks that Drives 
Jail—Prominent Persons Duped by Charming 
and Ingratiating Smile—D aughter a Fiancee. 


LL the vagrant “millions” whose 
A cuarms have held Mrs. Thomas 

Gordon Roberts at the top rung of 
society in Los Angeles for eight 
months, faded away through the bars 
of the County Jail last night while 
her beautiful home at No. 2521 West 
Sixth street Was being stripped by 
creditors. 


In her brief and spectacular career 
in this city Mrs. Roberts, posing as 
the wife of a millionaire mining man, 
has out-Chadwicked Cassie Chadwick, 
finally landing in jail in the vortex of 
@ fiood of bogus checks. 

Back of this mysterious woman is 
said to be wealth, quite as mysteri- 
ous, part of which came to her as- 
sistance last night and had her re- 
leased on one charge of “kiting” 
checks. She was rearrested upon an- 
other charge and altogether her bond 
was fixed at $3500. 

Hovering over the charges of ficti- 
tious checks passed by the woman is 
@ more serious one, which may land 
a city official behind the bars for his 
connection With the career of Mra. 
Roberts. He bought her an automo- 
bile, the police say, and showered 
gifts and wealth upon her. 


SURPRISE FOR MANY. 


Chief of Police Sebastian yesterday 
went to the aid of county authorities 
and private detectives in uncovering 
one of the biggest scandals in the 
history of the city, in which men and 
women of great wealth and social 
prominence have been unsuspecting 
dupes of the alluring Mrs. Roberts. 

Contrasted with her boastings that 
her husband is a man of vast wealth 
and that her income is sufficient to 
maintain the elegant home on West 
Sixth street is a series of letters from 
her husband, found by the police in 
a night raid on the house, which show 
that Roberts is a poor miner at Doug- 
las, Ariz., and has been sending his 
wife $60 each month, the while com- 
plaining of her extravagance. 

So genuine was the position in so- 
clety acquired by Mrs. Roberts that 
she finally was engaged in arranging 
a wedding trousseau for her daughter, 
whose marriage to Theodore Julius 
Welk, a prosperous money lender, has 
been announced for next month. The 


daughter, Laura Louise Maurice Rob- 
erts, has figured in many social events 


| with the elite of the city and is well 
known for her devotion to pedigreed 
bulldogs. 

The whole flimsy shell in. which 
Mrs. Roberts has lived for months 
[toppled down about her yesterda? 
She had seores of spurious 
checks drawn upon banks where she 
had no account, and occasionally these 
checks were made good. To do so 
she had to borrow money on her ele- 
gant furniture, and last night W. A. 
Meredith, a chattel mortgage broker 
in the O. T. Johnson bullding, was the 
first to invade the beautiful home and 
start away with the expensive furni- 
ture and rugs upon which he asserts 
he loaned $2500. 

LANGUIDLY INDIFFERENT. 

Attired in a handsome gown of 
black with a fashionable wrap of yel- 
low figured silk and exhaling more 
than a subtle odor of rich perfume, 
Mre. Roberts swept into Justice 
Young's courtroom early yesterday. 
afternoon. She was accompanied by 
her daughter, a pretty little blonde, 
whose small feet were encased in red 
shoes and her siender ankles caressed 
by red silk hose. 

“My arrest on a charge of passing 
a fictitious check is an annoyance, 
that is all.” said Roberts 
languidly when asked for her version 
of the arrest. “I remember somebody 
came to my house at No. 2521 West 
Sixth street with an electric fan. I 
gat down at my writing desk “and 
wrote out a check for $14.15. It hap- 
pened to be on a bank in which my 
account was very small,” 

Mrs. Roberts added meditatively 
that it might have been she wrote 
out the check on the wrong bank. 

She deciared positively that she is 
the daughter of Jesus Alameda, so- 
called “sugar king” of Mexico, whose 
wealth is reputed at from $8,000,000 
to $10,000,000. She also said that 
her husband, Thomas Gordon Rob- 
erts, is a multi-millionafre mining 
man, the owner of the El Tigre mines 
in the State of Sonora, Mex. 

Mrs. Roberts also asserted that her 
husband had promised to send her a 
remittance—‘‘something like $190,. 
000"—but on account of the activities 
of the Huerta Federals the letter evi- 
dentiy misearried, she opined. On 
second thought she surmised the Con-

BAR THE WAY 
TO FREEDOM. 


Federal Grand Jury Indicts 
Counterfeiting King. 


To Prevent Parole of Famous 
West Coast Gang. 


Leader Financed Rebellion 
Against the Czar. 


In returning indictments yesterday 
against Albert Leon, Fred Marneck 
and John Kulin, alias Rudolph Swan- 
son, the local Federal grand jury has 
barred the way to liberty of three 
dangerous counterfeiters who oper- 
ated on the Patific Coast. These 
men, from February until May, 19190, 
are said to have flooded the business 
renters of Los Angeles with counter- 
feit $10 silver certificates bearing the 
McKinley head. 

The money was the best specimen 
of the counterfeiter’s art ever floated 
in this city, and was accepted without 
question by business men and even 
the banks. It was the handiwork of 
Albert Leon, a Russian engraver and 
photographer, an exile from the land 
of his birth, and who, while residing 
in the Baltic provinces, made tbe 
money that was used to pay off the 
Lett insurrectionists up in arms 
against the Russian government. 

Leon was sentenced December 12, 
1912, by Judge Landis, in Chicago, 
to ten years in the prison at Leaven- 
worth; Marneck is undergoing a sim- 
lar sentence, and Swanson is work- 
ing a five-year stretch at that military 
prison. They all pleaded guilty be- 
fore Judge Landis at Chicago to an 
indictment charging them with, pass- 
ing counterfeit money; the local in- 
dictment returned yesterday alleges 
that they manufactured and ssed 
counterfeits within the jurisdiction of 
the southern district of California. 

When in New York Leon was em- 
ployed by the New York Lithograph 
Company, and before starting weat 
was joined by ae who had a 
reputation as a_e atr -breaker in 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., oefore engaging in 
the counterfeiting game. Swanson 
joined Leon and Marneck, ter 
threatening to expose Leon's couffter- 
felting work ‘in Russia. Before that 
Swanson was at the head of what is 
known as the Baltic Land Company, 
operating at Beaumont, Cal., where a 
Russian colony is in existence. ‘ 

SECRET SERVICE ON TRAIL. 

George W. Hazen, secret service 
agent of the United States Treasury 
Department, got a line on Leon and 
Marneck when they struck San Fran- 
cisco In 1908, where in a short time 
counterfeits on the Germania Na- 
tional Bank appeared. Later on the 
men came to Los Angeles, when 
their presence here was indicated by 
circulation of a lot of bad eilver cer- 
tificates. These bore the names of FE) 
Centro, Riverside, Yuma and Orange 
banks. 

The first stopping place of Marneck 
was in Boyle Heights, where he lived 
with a number of other Russians. 
Later on he moved to No. 1414 
Sargent street. Here the gang engaged 
in the manufacture of bad notes. 
They remained there from May 23 to 
June 23, 1910. 

All this time Hazen was on their 
track and they had to shift continu- 
ally to escape capture. The local 
clearing-house was informed _ by 
Hazen and the alarm was sent to all 
of the banks belonging to the associa- 
tion. 


Matters being too hot for them 
Leon and Marneck went to Beau- 
mont, where they met Swanson, who 
“butted in” to the counterfeiting 
game by threatening to expose Leon 
if he did not arree to make him a 
partner. Then the party skipped for 
Long Beach, taking a cottage on 
Golden Gate avenue, where the 
made a lot of bills and disposed o 
them to business men. 

A flight to San Francisco followed. 
From there they went to Seattle, en- 
tered a homestead on Nootka Island, 
within the jurisdiction of British Co- 
lumbia, where they again engaged in 
the manufacture of bad money. With 
a big supply on hand, they went as 
far east as New York and Boston, 
Hazen still on their trafl. 

ALL THREE CONFESS. 

Swanson was arrested in Chicago, 
and among his effects was found the 
ecard of Oscar Littish, a real estate 
man at Beaumont, Cal. Hazen at once 
went after Littish and found that he 
had left Beaumont, and was in the 
real estate business af the corner of 
Sixth and Main streets, in this 
city. Littish confessed that he knew 
the men and that they had operated 
extensively in Los Angeles and else- 
where. Marneck was caught in Chi- 
cago, and Leon was picked up in New 
York, just as he was about to sail for 
South America. Littish was taken to 
Chicago, where he faced the trio, and 
all three confessed and pleaded 
guilty. 

The indictments were found by the 
Federal authorities here to head off 
& proposed movement to admit the 
men to parole. The instrument wil! 
operate to defeat that move, and re- 
turn them for trial here when they 
have served their sentences imposed 
by Judge Landis. 

Other indictments returned were as 
follows: Joe Guitteras, selling liquor 
to an Indian; Charles H. Duvell, 
white slave law violation, now in jai! 
at Yuma; Charies H. Smith, imper- 
sonating a postofiice inapector, and 
Gregorio Guzman, smuggling Chinese.

Proof Claimed of No Right 
to Do Business. 


“Advisory Board” Never Did 
Evist, Testified. 


Upon a huge sheaf of Dr. John 
Grant Lyman’s own letters the United 
States government jaid the foundation 
yesterday for the prosecution of the 
promoter of the Panama Development 
Company on a charge of fraud.

OUNCIL SPLITS 
ON POWER BONDS.: 


SOME FAVOR SEPARATE ISSUES 
FOR ELECTION PLANS. 

of Voting Numbers Yesterday 
Definite Action on Reso- 
lutiogs—First Plan Must Be Com- 
pleted and Distributing System Ac- 
quired or Constructed. 


Resolutions of public necessity for 
the completion of Aqueduct Power 
Plant No. 1 and the construction or 
acquirement of a distributing system 
for electrical energy to be generated 
by this plant were introduced in t 
City Council yesterday, but the devel- 
opments resulted in failure to adopt 
the resolutions, and the presentation 
of a new plan for bond issues which 
will be considered by the Public Serv- 
ice Committee. 

The resolutions ftecited that $1,- 
250,000 is necessary to complete the 
power plant and that $5,250,000 is 
required for the distributing system, 
and they provided that these items 


be submitted to the voters as one 
bond proposition. 
Counciiman Conwell objected to 


this form of procedure. He stated 
he is favorable to both 
projects, he knew that there is a 
division of sentiment among the peo- 
ple upon the advisability of the city 
acquiring a distributing system at 
this time, and he believed that it was 
unfair to present the combined items 
one issue, thereby preventing per- 
sons expressing their approval of one 
and digapproval of the other. 

He declared that the very fact that 
members of the Council felt it neces- 
sary to combine the issues in order 
to carry them, was evidence that 
they should be separated so that the 
real expression of the sentiment of 
the people might be ascertained. Any 
other course, declared Conwell, 
would be un-American and unjust to 
the voters. 

Councilman Snowden said 
while he would Iike to see the two 
items combined, he uld vote for 
either plan of submitting the ques- 
tion. 

President Whiffen and Councilman 
Bryant, Wheeler and Betkouski were 
in favor of combining the items in 
one proposition, but six votes were 
necessary to carry the measure and, 
Councilman Langdon being absent, 
the motion to adopt the resolution 
was lost. 

President Whiffen stated that if 
two propositions weré to be sub- 
mitted to the people he would favor 
a division of the total proposed bond 
issue, so that one proposition would 
be for the issuance of $3,500,000 to 
complete the power plant and ac- 
quire or construct a_ distributing 
system sufficient to furnish current 
for the street lighting of the city, 
and the other preposition for $3,000, - 
000 for the purpose of constructing 
or acquiring a distributing system 
for commercial purposes. 

The entire subject was referred to 
the Public Service Committee and 
the Whiffen proposition, as well as 
the other phases, will be considered 
at that time. , 

It is understood that Councilmah 
Langdon is strongly in favor of pre- 
senting two separate iasues to the 
vote of the people, and will stand 
with Conwell on this ground. In such 
case it will be impossible for the 
Council to adopt a resolution provid- 
ing for only one proposition combin- 
ing the two items, as CounciIman Mc-

The exact text of Article If of the 
|treaty of 1816 with Great Britain, which 
| Was continued in force for ten years by Ar- 
Ucle IV of the treaty of 1818, and indef- 
nitely extended by convention of August 6, 
1527, and is still in force, is as follows: 
| “The same duties shal] be paid on the 
| importation into United States of 
| @@y article the growth produce or man- 
ufactore of His Britannic Majesty's ter- 

_ fitories in Burepe, whether such impor- 
| tation shall be in vessels of the United 
| States or in British vessels,” 
| Prior to this treaty our laws discriminat- 
|ed im the imposition of customs duties be 
tween goods imported in American ships 
\and goods imported in foreign ships, and 
this discrimination had aided, in despite of 
the war of 1812, to make our mercantile 
marine a_rival of that of Great Britain. 
| The abandonment of discriminatory leg

The strange thing is that these condl- 
tions should have endured and our ships on 
‘the high seas grown fewer in nsumber—

It was always in 
i power, either by act of Congress or by 
‘action of the President approved by the 
Senate, to abrogate the commercial treaties 
of 1815, 1818, 1827 and resume the policy of 
favoring American shipping by a rebate of 
duties on goods imported in American ships. 
| This rebate, it will be noted, did not go to 
| American ships directly. It was in the na- 
| ture of an indirect bounty te foreign ship- 
|pers to patronize American ships. A case 
| of woolen goods, the duty on which (if 
brought in an English ship) would be $100, 
would be $95 if brought in an American 
ship. This 5 per cent. rebate, while triffing 
| ia each instance, would amount to a large 
|sum om @ cargo of goods and would have 
| been of immense help in restoring our mer- 
eantile marine. 
| Ap act of Congress may be repealed by 
a ou treaty, and a commercial 
treaty be abrogated by an act of Con- 
| gress, either in terms or by necessary 
plication. 
_ When the Democratic caucus placed ; 
the tariff bill a clause allowing a discount 
of 5 per centum on goods imported in Amer- 
ican ships they abrogated the provisions of 
the treaties of 1815, 1818, 1827. When they 
added the language that this clause allowing 
a 5 per cent. discount should not impair, 
affect or abrogate any treaty they left the 
treaties with England of 1815, 1818, 1827 in 
full force. 

The added clause which devitalized the 
5 per centum discount and rendered it nu- 
gatory may have been an inadvertence, but 
there is grave ground for suspicion that it 
was @ piece of trickery instigated and car- 
ried through by somebody in the tuterests 
of British ship owners.

WHITE NAUTCH GIRLS?

The British press has given much promi- 
nence to Maud Allen's contemplated danc- . 
ing tour of India and is trying to dissuade 
her from giving performances before audi- 
ences composed almost entirely of natives. 

It is quite evident that Matd Allen, won- 
derful dancer that she is, does not under- 
stand or appreciate how the native mind 
regerds dancing, especially with bare timba, 

Asiatics look upon paid nautch girls, who 
perform for their amusement and whose 
sensyous gyrations appeal to their depraved 
appetites, the way church-goers in this and 
other Christian lands look upon prostitutes 
and drunkards... 

They think that when a white woman 
dares to dance openly for pay, With neth- 
ing on but a filmy vell over flesh-olered 
tights, she is lacking in modesty, is loose 
in her morals and accordingly lays herself 
open to insult. 

Even to this day, after nearly years 
of British occupation, the natives India, 
beth Hindoo and Mohammedan, can hardly 
believe that a white woman ean be chaste 
when she displays so much of her person 
at society functions and dances in public. 


with so many different men whose names 


haye been inscribed on her dance card. 

The reason is quite obvious, 
look Upon the resurrection only as a step 
ping-stone to the future gratification of the 
lusts of the flesh. It is not dificult to un- 
derstand why the Zenana system was es 
tablished. So grossly immoral are Moham- 
medans in general that it is deemed mec- 
essary to imprison their womenfolk in 
strongly-built harems, dy eunuchs. 

Hindoo women are naturally refined and 
retiring; their mode of living in the past 
has made them so.’ The better class Hindeo 
women abhor vulgarity and look with dis 
favor upon anything that tends to lower 
the standard of their femininity. : 

That woman should live on the same 
plane as men goes without question. But 
that white women should earn a liv by 
dancing in the -seminude before 
skinned audiences undoubtedly is a degra 
dation. 

For centuries past Hindoo widows have 
been treated as pariahs and outcasts, and 
before the British occupation they volun- 
tarily threw themselves upon the burning 
pyres of their husbands. The rite of Sut- 
tee, which means “faithful wife,” was not 
tolerated. by the British government, with 
the consequent result that thousands of 
these women committed suicide rather than 
lead the life of a despised dog, or earn a 
living as a nauteh—wallah or prostitute. 

Many abjured their faith and adopted 
Christianity or Mohammedanism, but the 
great majority, rather than renounce their 
faith or lead a life of shame, have borne 
meekly, alihough broken »earted, the gross 
insults and cruel taunts of their co-religion- 
ists, in which the nauteh girls of loose char- 
acter have not been backward. 

Even to this day in India widows of high 
easte men have not only to shave off their 
beautiful tresses and discard fine apparel 
for that of a menial, but must refrain from 
wearing jewelry. Even the members of 
their immediate family barely tolerate them 
and dole out food so sparingly as to almost 
reduce these wretched beings to a state 
bordering on starvation, 

Smajl wonder, then, that thousands 
these poor little girls, for many are pot 
even out of their teens, seek refuge from 
ine eruel exigencies of this caste system 
and enter the hospitable homes of mission- 
aries, where they are.taught a life of use 
fulness and learn to leek upon the brighter 
and cleaner side of human nature. 

Nautghes in India are usually held at 
night, when the soft glow from tnnumera- 
ble lamps, deftly screened in the surround- 
ing tropical foliage, tend to enhance the 
fairy-like getting and give the dancers an 
added charm. With the exception of a few 
white women, accompanied by their hus- 
bands, the audience is composed entirely 
of men. The inmates of the harem do not 
mingle with their lords and masters, but 
are screened from the vulgar gaze behind 
latticed windows, or peep at intervals from 
harem windows overlooking the court- 
y 

At first the movements are simple and 
the music is tame. As the evening ad- 
vances the spirits of the dancers rise, the 
music changes, the step quickens and the 
dance becomes impregnated with every 
sensuous movement known to the civilized 
and uncivilized world. 

The nautch giris, many of them striking- 
ly beautiful, singly or collectively leave the 
main body and pirouette around the host or 
some one of the many guests. Nearer and 
nearer the dancer advances until her bare 
and shapely arms, swaying to the rhythm of 
the music, seem ready to embrace her 
choice. Her perfumed hair, writhing body 
and heated breath almost stupefy one. 

Dancer follows dancer. Some are more 
seductive than the others. So the nautch 
goes on far into the night. 

A woman's womaniiness is her natural 
inheritance and should be cultivated to the 
highest pitch. If a white woman chooses 
to lower herself in the eyes of a dark- 
skinned people, how can she expect to keep 
inviolate that which has been entrusted to 
her for the uplifting of the human race?

The convening of the National 
Ceuncil of the Congregational Church 
in Kansas City on next Wednesday 


“has @ special interest to churchmen 


of all denominations in Los Angeles. 
This statement is based upon the 
hypothesis that the elevation of Dr. 
William Horace Day to the modera- 
torship would give the keenest pleas- 
ure to all his ministerial brethren and 
to people generally who know him 
well and appreciate his exceptional 
fitness for the honor. 

The National Council is the highest 
body of the denomination and the 
moderatorship has been honored by 
a long succession of great leaders and 
infuential men, both Hast and West, 
have proposed the elevation of the 
virile Angeleno to the place. The 
Boston Transcript recently spoke of 
his remarkable fitness and placed 
him as foremost among available men. 

As pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional urch of this city, he occu- 

an important place in iocal re- 
gious Work, hie church and large 
Congregation being noted for ad- 
vanced work along all lines. Proba- 
diy few men of his age have surpassed 
him in travel in his own country and 
throughout the world, and he turns 
his wide fund of information to good 
use for the instruction and delight of 
his people. He has been honored in 
Scores of instances by calls to speak 
before colleges, universities, relig- 
fous assemblies and great conventions 
from coast to coast, and has been 
classed with the dominant thinking 
men of his time. 

Through ait its history the Nationel 
Council has been merely an advisory 
body, but unusual interest attaches to 
the situation this year as the council 
promises to become historic by en- 
larging ite functions to that of an au- 
theritative administrative body, and 
the incoming moderator will have in- 

opportunity for constructive 
leadership, for which Dr. Day is con- 
sidered to be adequately equipped by 
both capacity and experience.

churches of Los Angeles have adopted 
resolutions indorsing the action of 
those who have proposed him for the 
moderatorship. 

Dr. Day has again been urged by 
the denomination at large to accept 
the seeretaryship of the Congrega- 
tional ‘Churches of the United States, 
but which he will decline just as he 
has in the past, as he wishes to re- 
tain the pastorate of the First Church, 
with which he has been identified 
from’ the day of his ordination, and 
with which the moderatorship will not 
interfere. He leaves on Monday for 
Kansas City. 

While not voicing any Intention of 
trying to bring the Council to Los 
Angeles when it again meets in 1916, 
Dr. Day said yesterday: ; 

“Congregationalists face the great 
challenge which confronts modern 
Christianity, and are determined that 
in methods and enthusi their 
church shal! keep pace with the splen- 
4i4 efficiency developed by other sec- 
tions of the Christian church. With 
but one exception, the Nationa! Coun- 
cil has never met in the freer atmos- 
phere of the farther West, and the 
Kansas City meeting will have a large 
attendance of virile young and mid- 
die-aged men. I should de glad to see 
the body hold its next meeting in Los

The Story. 

In this lesson we have the account 
of the crisis in the history of the peo- 
ple, which resulted in their tarrying 
for forty years in the wilderness, in- 
stead of passing immediately into pos- 
session of the promised land. 

Everything In the divine economy 
was ready for people to cross the 
Jordan, and ta possession of the 
land which Mad been promised to 
Abraham. But the people were not 
ready, and this is what Was not re- 
vealed. 

The sending of the spies was not 
part of the divine programme. This 
fact is not apparent in the history as 
we have it in Numbers; but forty years 
later, when Moses in his farewell dis- 
course, was reviewing the way, he 
showed that the request that they 
might send spies, came Oret from 
them, and admitted that the thing 
pleased him well. (Deut, 1. XXI1:23.) 
This request was in itself an evidence, 
if not of positive unbelief, yet of ques- 
tioning and uncertainty. 

The story, as we have it In Numbers, 
shows that if the sending of spies was 
not part of the divine programme, it 
was done by divine permission. Here, 
as in so many cases, what the people 
requested, God commanded, and thus 
gave them the opportunity of discov- 
ering themselves. 

The work was undertaken with sys- 
tem and thoroughness. Princes rep-

resenting all the tribes were sent, and

were commanded to make their inves- 
tigation thorough as to the land, the 
peoples, and the cities. 

The result was that two reports 
were brought back to the people, in 
perfect agreement as to the desira- 
bility of the land, and as to the diffi- 
culties to be met by those desiring to 
take possession of it. The difference 
in the reports was in their findings as 


>} to the ability of the children of Is- 


rael in this matter. 

The majority of the spies spoke in 
glowing terms of the land itself, but 
indicated what their conclusion would 
be as they immediately continued, 
“Howbeit—” and then gave a picture 
of the strength of the people, and the 
way in which they were scattered 


throughout the whole of the land. To/ » 


this Caleb replied in words blunt and 
brief: “Let us go up at once and 
possess it; for we ure well able th 
overcome it.” To this the majority 
replied that it was not so, and re- 
emphasized what they had said con- 
cerning the might of the people. The 
effect of this report upon the people 
was that of filling them with discour- 
agement and dread. They naturally 
supposed that the majority must be 
right—a tenacious heresy widely be- 
lieved even today—and their murmur- 
ing took The form of angry murmur- 
ing which even went so far as to pro- 
pose the election of a captain who 
should lead them back to Egypt. 

In the presence of this outburst 
Moses and Aaron prostrated them- 
selves in the presence of the whole 
assembly, undoubtedly in the attitude 
of humiliation and prayer before God. 

Joshua and Caleb, on the other 
hand, made definite and solemn pro- 
test against the attitude taken up by 
the people, declaring the ability of 
Jehovah to His people into the 


land, 
The anger of the people was such 
that JoBhua and Caleb were immedi- 


ately in peril of their lives, as the peo- 
ple unanimously clamored for their 
stoning. Immediately, however, Je 
hovah interfered, as His glory ap- 
peared in the tent of meeting. 

At this juncture Moses appears in 
all the strength of his character, 
standing between the anger of Je- 
hovah and the folly of the people. He 
based his appeal on their behalf, on 
the supreme necessity for the main- 
tenance of the honor of the name of 
Jehovah among the nations, and be- 
sought Him to exercise the power of 
His compassion toward them. 

He was tmmediately answered by 
the declaration that the people were 
pardoned, but that discipline was 
necessary, and therefore none of the 
men who had seen His glory, and His 
signs, and had yet murmured, would 
be permitted to enter the land. 


The Teaching. 
The whole story constitutes a 
startling revelation of the iInsuffi- 


ciency of the law and the symbolic 
system for the perfecting of human 
character. The whole economy of 
worship was that of a symbolism of 
intermediation, In order that sinning 
men might be admitted to such fe' 
lowship with God as would give them 


}-knowledge of Him. The central rev- 


elation of this story is that of their 
ignorance of Him. The men whe 
really knew Him were not perturbed 
by any of the difficulties presented to 
them .in the land which He com- 
manded them to possess, but wer 
convinced that He was able to give 
them victory over all their enemies. 
The vast majority of the people, fafi- 


“gh ing In this knowledge, saw all the dif- 


ficulties magnified, and their own 
strength minimized. The people of 
the land were giants; they were but 
as grasshoppers. 

In such a frame of mind defeat 
would have been ifevitable, for God 
is only able to work on behalf of men 
as by faith in Him they go forward in 
the pathway of obedience without fal- 
tering and without fear. In every en- 
terprise in which men are called to 
fellowship with God, the matter of 
supreme itmportance is that of 
whether the difficulty of the work, or 
the God Who commands ts most 
clearly seen. If the visit of God be 
dull, then the difficulties will appear 
magnified. If on the other hand, He 
be clearly seen In His glory and 
power, there will be no fear and no 
faltering. 


The Golden Text. 


These words from the New Testa- 
ment express exactly the conviction 
which inepired the report of Caleb 
and Joshua, and made them certain 
of the possibility of overcoming the 
giants, capturing the walled cities 
and possessing the land. This is the 
view which makes all the difference 
between courage and cowardice; ft is 
the difference between faith and fear. 
To know God, and to know that He ls 
on our side, is to leave no room for 
any doubt as to the issue of any en- 
terprise upon which we enter under 
His command.

“The establishment of ga.uniform 
working day is a necessity under our 
plan to keep individual efficiency rec- 
ords each month of State employees,” 
said a. 

The commission plans to grade e* 
employee net only on the quality and 
amount of work done, but for tardi- 
ness and absence. President Reed 
said the commission felt that so long 
as the State had an eight-hour law 
no employee could feel imposed - if 
such a rule were established. 


SOME DO AND SOME DO NOT. 


The commission has had the ques- 
tion of an eight-hour law under con- 
sideration for some time. Action was 
precipitated yesterday, however, when 
Secretary of State Jordan asked the 
commission Af the Civil Code provision 
stipulating that State o shall be 
kept open for business tween 10 
am. and 4pm. did not mean that 
every employee should render the 
State eight full hours of work daily. 
In many offices employees find it nec- 
essary to put in seven or eight hours 
work in order to complete the day's 
Dusiness. In some offices, however, 
employees begin and end their work 
with the opening and closing of the 
offices for business. 

President Reed said that the estab- 
lishment of an eight-hour day would 
aid the commission and its examiners 
materially in carrying out the merit 
system. and deciding on otions. 

“If the Attorney-General ru the 
commission has authority to fix the 
number of working hours for State 
employees, either eight or seven hours 
will be designated. Personally, I fav- 
or an eight-hour day.” said Reed.

AN EASY WAY TO. 
LOSE A FORTUNE. 


(Coprright, 1913, by C. M. Keys, New York.) 

When the San Francisco police 
were called into a shabby lodging- 
house in that city a couple of weeks 
ago, they found a seedy-looking lodg- 
er called Edward McDonald in an 
unconscious condition. All the money 
that he had in his pockets was a 
nickel. Under the usual close exami- 
nation, however, the police discov- 
ered, sewed in the Mning of his coat, 
an extraordinary collection of securi- 
tiles. They were all in negotiable 
form. If it had been that some of 
his fellow-lodgera, instead of the po- 
lice, had come to his help and had 
found these securities, all of them 
could have been sold or otherwise 
hypothecated and he would have had 
no recourse except the rather feeble 
one of invoking the courts and the 
police to help cateh the men whe 
took his papers away and punish them. 
The total value of the securities 
which he was carrying about with 
him, if the newspaper report is cor- 
rect, was about $1,270,000. 

Of course, one would hardly vouch 
for the absolute correctness of the 
story without having seen the securi- 
ties in question and appraised them 
by proper methods. Yet the story 
serves pretty well to illustrate the 
careless ang haphazard way in which 
60 many ousands of people look 
after valuable negotiable papers. 

The head of the burglary depart- 
ment of a big company in New York 
told the writer recently that in one 
day his company had had two cases 
in which trunks belonging to insured 
people had been rifled in uptown 
apartments in New York, and in 
which, amongst other things that 
were lost, there were negotiable 
bonds. A burglary policy does not, of 
course, cover securities kept in that 
way, and the best that these people 
could do was to file a description of 
the bonds with thelr numbers in the

Once in 
a long time, of course, they turn up 
bearing coupons, running back for 
many years. There is a case on rec- 
ord of a bond of a small railroad in 
New York State, which finally turned 
up at headquarters after it had been 
outstanding for nearly thirty years 
and bearing all the coupons that 
were attached to it when it was is- 
sued. It had been hidden Im a trunk 
in an attic for nearly thirty years, 

Of course, in these more modern 
days, almost everybody who becomes 
an investor learns first of all how 
to keep his securities safe. He knows 
that he should not take a thousand- 
dollar bond, payable to bearer, and 
conceal it in a pantry shelf. He 
knows that. he either ought to keep 
it in a safe deposit box, deposit it 
with his own bank, and get a re- 
ceipt for it, turn it over to some one 
who has a safe deposit box and who 
will keep it for him, or leave it in 
the hands of his bankers or brokers 
for the collection of coupons and for 
safekeeping. He knows that he ought 
to handle it, in fact, just as if tt 
were so much money. Modern people 
in modern days do not keep large 
sums of money around the house 
where thieves may find ft, or where 
it may be swept away in a fire or 
any other sort of «a catastrophe. 
Neither do they keep bonds, nor even 
stocks, although stocks are registered

CGROSS-TOWN VERNON LINE MAY 
“DUCK UNDER.” 


Important Conference Held to Dis-

What shall be the policy of the city 
im regard to the elevation of the four- 
‘ track system of the Pacific Blectric 
Company on Long Beach avenue, and 
the crossing of the “ctoss-town” car 
line of the Los Angeles Rallway Cor- 
poration on Vernon avenue at Long 
Rieath avenue?

No decision was reached, the two 
boards taking the subject under ad- 
vieement.but one of the two solutions 
of the particular problem of the Vern- 
om-avenue crossing is likely to be 
adopted; either that requiring the Pa- 
fc Blectric to raise its four-tracks 
eystem to such height as will be re- 
quired when the entire roadway is 
elevated from the 
to the citvy limite or that reav'irine 
the Los Angeles Rafiway Corporation 
to ““@uck unger” the Pacific Electric 
trecks at Long Beach avenue on 
private right-of-way. thur 
Vernen avenue free and tn it« norma! 
condition. 

Plans for two proposed scheme 
neers. One of these is to raise the 
Pacific Wiectric tracks «a sufficient 
heleht to allow the vaessage of the 
yellow cars underneath: the other is 
a joint proposition, whereby the yel- 
low car line would be d wix 
feet and the Pacific Electric lime would 
be raised ten feet. 

The first of these propositions would 
require an outlay of $272,000, and the 
second would. cost $116,000. In the 
second plan. the entire street surface of 
Vernon avenue would be depres«ed. 
but roadways on the exteting surface 
would be maintained on either «ide of 
the depressed tracks, and the depres- 
sion would be lined with concrete 
walls. The storm waters would be 
eared for by means of a sump and 
the operation of an electric pump. The 
rafiway companies have acquired 
property, or included estimates for it. 
in the total reckoning, thaf would 
allow the widening of Vernon avenue 
at this point, so that the public would 
not be Inconmvenienced by the de- 
tracks. 

The subject of requiring the Pacific 
Electric to elevate its four tracks over 
both Vernon and Rubio avenues was 

Giscuseef and the engineers sub- 
ftted ah estimate of $460,006 as the 
coat of the scheme. 

When the Pacific Electric system is 
elevated on its permanent structure. 
proposed ta be carried out from the 
Sixth-street depot to the city limits, 
the elevation will be about twenty- 
one feet. A part of the work proposed 
under the present plans could be 
utilized when the permanent scheme 
put Into effect.

CCUSFER, DYING, 
SENTENCED. 


LIFE IMPRISONMENT FOR MAN IN 
NELSON MURDER. 


After dramatically denouncing Mrs. 
Rose Nelson as the author of his 
troubles and the instigator of his 
murderous shot at Frank E. Nelson, 
James F. Cook was given a life sen- 
tence by Judge Willis yesterday. Cook 
will be kept in the County Jail until 
after he appears as a witness against 
Mrs. Nelson, charged with the mur- 
der of her husband. He will later 
be taken to San Quentin. 

W. H. Cook, the father of the 
young man, sobbed as he listened to 
the story told by his son, who dis- 
closed his alleged relations with Mrs. 


Nelson and repeated the accusations |; 


he made at the woman's preliminary 
examination. 

He declared the murder wag 
planned six weeks prior to the shoot- 
ing and that Mrs. Nelson continually. 
urged him on. 

“On the night of September 12,” 
said the prisoner, “Mrs. Nelson toid 
me that I must either kill her hus- 
band or else 1 would get it myself. 
Even when I fired the fatal shot. I 
felt that Mre. Nelson was raising my 
arm and making me do it.” 

“It appears to be the old story of 
the woman who tempted.” remarked 
Judge Whilis, “though I only have 
your own statement for the alleged 
influence of this woman. You have 
apparentiy fallen and your mental 
condition, while not warranting con- 
finement in an asylum, does not de- 
serve the extreme penalty.” 

The prisoner almost collapsed. He 
is said to be suffering from a com- 
plication of diseases, which will 
shortiy end his life. 


DIVORCES HIM. 
DEFENDANT IN PENITENTIARY. 

FP. Fargo Collins, who was saved 
from one penitentiary sentence by the 
tearful plea of his wife, but who is 


now undergoing that sentence be- 
cause of his threat to kill her. was 
Gefendant yesterday in a divorce suit 
brought by Mrs. Collins and tried 
by Judge Monroe. On the showing 
that he had been convicted of em- 
begziement and is now serving 4a 
three-year sentence at San Quentin, 
the court granted the decree. 

Collins was arrested in 1911 for 
having embezzled funds of the Oil 
and Metals Bank and Trust Company 
while he was employed as a teller. He 
was convicted by a jury in Judge Mc- 
Cormick'’s court. His wife won him 
probation, but one day he went to 
her and, according to her statement, 
threatened her life. Mrs. Collins ap- 
pealed to the police and he was ar- 
rested and sentenced to serve thirty 
dave in jail for disturbing the peace. 

Capt. Dodds, probation officer, re- 
ported the matter to Judge McCor- 
mick, Collins's probation was re- 
voked and his suspended sentence put 
into execution.

Yet the fact is that with the progress of modern scientific research, 
especially in the related fields of physiology and psychology, it is 
steadily becoming more and more certain that form and feature are 
distinctly helpful as an index to character, and that in some degree 
coming events do “cast their shadows before” in the lines of facial ex- 


pression. To be sure, the re-estab- 
lishment of the old science of phys- 
iognomy on a thoroughly sound 
basis is still largely a matter of the 
future; modern physiologists and 
psychologists have as yet made 
merely a beginning in this respect. 
But the beginning they have made 
is sO suggestive and important 
that it is even now being turned to 
practical account in many ways. 

It may be emphatically asserted 
that every organ of the human 
face, properly studied and inter- 
preted, is capable of yielding valu- 
able indications with regard to the 
temperament, character, strength 
and defects of the individual. Most 
of all is this true of the eye. Long 
exto'led by poets and philosophers 
as the mirror of the soul, the eye 
is today conceded by all who have 
studied it from a strictly scientific 
standpoint, to afford, in its shape, 


_position, muscular reactions, and

credible wealth of information.

Now there is no disputing the fact 
that civilization and roads go hand in 
hand. The savage is nothing but a 
dweller in the woods in the original 
acceptation of the term, and savagery 
is always accompanied by an absence 
of roads. Every step that the sav- 
age rises out .of savagery is a step 
along better highways. The Federal 
government is asked to lend aid to the 
ardent aspiration of the American 
people at the present time for better 
highways. It is strange that there 
should be a moment of hesitation in 
listening to this appeal for help. The 
first highway ever built east and west 
across the continent was constructed 
by government aid. It is known as 
the old Cumberland road, and started 
at Baltimore. Its other terminus was 
St. Louis. The first link in this road 
was the old Washington-.Braddock 
turnpike, which these military chiefs 
built in reaching Ft. Duquesne to fight 
the French and be defeated, an event 
memorable in American history. Un- 
der a Democratic President and Con- 


gress the first railroad subsidies were 
granted, and thereby the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad was made possible. It 
is nearly half a century since the first 
overland railroad was built, and now 
there are several of them across the 
continent, but if it had not been for 
government aid the Pacific Coast 
would hardly have railroad connection 
with the East at this moment. Good 
highways are the most important un- 
dertaking of people or government at 
the present day. Los Angeles county 
has an admirable system of good 
roads. We have right here at the 
present time a corporation leasing 
large premises in the heart of the city 
as a distributing and collecting point 
for freight destined for all parts of the 
great valley between the city and San 
Bernardino. Good roads will do 
vastly more than the Department of 
Justice in preventing railroad monop- 
oly and lowering the railroad fares, 
and more than a dozen tariff bills in 
lessening the cost of living.

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Columbus's Dream a Reality. 


N SUNDAY last, in great cities through- 
() out all the Americas, the discovery of 

the continent was celebrated. A few 
days before, the Gamboa dike, the last ob- 
s.ruction preventing the waters ui the two 
oceans from flowing together, was destroyed 
b. an immense expiosion of dynamite. Thus 
a.ter 520 years Columbus's dream has be- 
come a reality. Let us présent the chronol- 
ogy of America very briefly. Avgust 3, 
1492, Christopher Columbus, he daring 
Cenoese sailor, sailed away from Huelva, 
near Cadiz, Spain, not to discover a new 
world of whose existence he did not even 
dream, but to find a shorter way by water 
to the East Indies than by sailing around 
the Cape of Good Hope. It was to seek a 
path for existing commerce and not for colo- 
nists to found new empires. October 12, 
1492, after a fairly stiff passage through th > 
doldrums, or “Horse Latitudes,” Columbus 
reached Guanahani, or Cat Island, one of 
the Bafamas. He set sail on Friday and 
landed on Friday. The Bahamas are known 
as a group of the West Indies, for Columbus 
thought he had reached the Indies, and 
when after ages found out the mistake the 
adjective West was placed before the name 
to distinguish the region from the real 
Indies. In 1510, Ojeda established the first 
colony in the new land at San Sebastian. 
Columbus had already reached the main- 
land. of America without knowing it, and 
called the spot an island. Then began a 
wild search by Spaniards, French and Eng- 
lish for the way through these lands over 
western seas to rich Cathay and the Indies. 
Ships thrust their noses into every bay and 
inlet and into the mouth of every river flow- 
ing into the Atlantic Ocean from the Ameri- 
ean continent all the way from Cape Horn 
to the Arctic Ocean in search of this long- 
sought ocean way to the Indies, and this 
search became known as for the Northwest 
Passage. Within the last few days a Rus- 
sian expedition has sailed along the coast of 
Siberia westward and come out at Bering 
Strait. Some three years previous a Scan- 
dinavian sailor, Raoul Amundsen, made the 
passage, going in by Greenland and Hudson 
Ray. The discovery of every big bay and 
the entrance of every river mouth was hailed 
acs the long-sought Northwest Passage. June 
24, 1497, Cabot discovered Newfoundland. 
September 25, 1513, Vasco Nunez de Balboa 
crossed the Isthmus of Panama and found 
the Pacific Ocean. In 1520 Magellan sailed 
through the straits that bear his name into 
that vast body of water. In 1534 and 1535 
Cartier, a Frenchman, found the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence and sailed up the river of that 
name to Montreal. In 1535 Grijalva found 
California. In 1541 Orellana sailed from the 
headwaters to the mouth of the Amazon. In 
1585 Capt. Davis discovered the strait en- 
tering Hudson Bay which bears his name. 
In 1610 Henry Hudson, who had before Gis- 
covered the Hudson River, discovered Hud- 
son Bay, into which Frobisher, an English- 
man, had preceded him, but had not made 
any very extensive explorations. In 1499 
Alonzo de Ojeda, Juan de la Cosa and Amer- 
igo Vespucci appeared on the coast of the 
tropical mainland, and were followed by 
l.epe Pinzon and Roderigo de Bastidas in 
1501 and by ‘Coelho and Solis in 1503 and 
1°06. In 1519 Fernando de Magellan in five 
ships passed through the straits that since 
have borne his name. In 1554 Charles V of 
Spain was urged by the Spanish discoverers, 
despairing of finding a Northwest Passage, 
te cut one through the Isthmus of Panama, 
after Hernan Cortez in 1522 had urged the 
same policy on the same King of Spain. In 
1576 Sir Humphrey Gilbert, an English nav- 
igator, published the first formal work on 
the subject of an oceanic canal. Meantime 
the subject of an oceanic canal by the 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec had been taken up, 
and there is at Madrid the record of a sur- 
vey made there in 1715. In 1774 two Span- 


ish explorers reported the possibility of a 
canal across the Isthmus of Tehuantepec. 
Meantime Gil Gonzales had urged the con- 
struction of a canal by way of Lake Nic- 
aragua, and this was taken up later by the 
Governor, Pedrarias Davila. In 1791 Man- 
uel Galisteo declared this an impossibility, 
while in the Same year La Bastide urged the 
construction of just such a canal. In 1814 


the construction of this canal was author-' 
ized by the Spanish Cortes, In 1823 a Lon- 
don contractor, John Baily, secured a fran- 
chise for this canal, and Barclay & Co. of 
London offered to construct it. In 1829 a 


franchise for this canal was secured by the 
King of Holland, and in 1837 a survey was 
made of the route at the order of President 


Morazan, acting for Central America. In: 
1849, with the discovery of gold in Califor-' 


nia, Cornelius “anderbilt and Joseph L. 


White undertook the construction of the 


canal by the Lake of Nicaragua, which was 
declared neutral by the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. But all these schemes fell throvgh 
after many attempts, and finally the eyes of 


the world were turned back to Panama. 


Gomana as early as 1551 had mapped out 


four possible lines for this Panama Canal. | 
Ir 1534 Charles V sent a commission to in-. 


vestigate the route. In 1846 a treaty was 
made between the United States and the 
government of New Granada for an isthmian 
canal, and under this treaty the railway was 
begun in 1850 from Colon on the Atlantic 


‘side to Panama on the Pacific, which was 


completed in 1855, being forty-eight miles 
long and costing $8,000,000. In 1852 New 
Granada gave a concession to an English 
company for a canal across the isthmus, and 
in 1859 Capt. Fitzroy explored the country 
and made a report to the British Prime Min- 
ister, Lord Palmerston. The French under- 
taking was begun in Paris in 1875. Here we 
get down to contemporary history known to 
the readers of the daily press, terminating 
iu the turning over of the French concession 
to the American government, and the under- 
taking and practical completion of the canal 
connecting the two oceans made under the 
supervision of the American government 
during the present century. 


Citrus By-Products. 

HE watchword of the day is the con- 

servation of wealth, and that includes 
the use of refuse material for the creation 
of valvable by-products. California citrus 
orchardists have been paying good mohey 
for the hauling of refuse oranges and lemons 
out of their groves and dumping them in 
by-places. In Europe they have learned to 
use this refuse fruit. The lemon crop of 
Sicily amounts to about three times as many 
boxes as the normal California crop. In the 
Mediterranean island the lemons are sorted 
into three classes, the first being prime 
fruit marketed mostly in England and the 
United States, the second grade being good 
frvit marketed generally throughout the 
northern part-of Europe, and the other third 
being classed as culls and going into the 
creation of by-products. In this way there 
is no waste, and no culls or refuse stuff are 
sent to glut markets and spoil] them, reduc- 
ing the value of the good fruit.

HERE are only two sections of the world 

which produce oranges in noted quan- 
tity, althorgh there are many places where 
the golden apples grow in the Hesperides 
and in the Orient. But tropical-crown or- 
anges will not stand transportation because 
they lack carrying quality. The two dis- 
tricts where this fruit grows well are the 
province of Valencia on the east coast of 
Spain, and California—mostly Southern Cali- 
tornias The Spanish groves are small, five 
acres being an unusually large patch in the 
hands of ene proprietor. Southern California 
stands to have a grove of 700 acres, all con- 
trolled by the same corporation, and that 
was organized some years ago for the pur- 
pose of developing ofl. The company is the 
Murphy Oi] Company, and the property is 
sitvated in the hills east of. Whittier. Be- 
ginning three years ago, about half the area 
is already set to young orange trees, and now 
the company has established seed-beds and 
nursery rows in order to raise its own young 
stock. It will not be all in oranges, but part 
will be planted to lemons. The property lies 
along the lower slope of the hills, and will 
be planted just as far up as water can be 
profitably forced. The superintendent of the 
work is J. T. F. Baeyertz, until recently well 
known here to all persons having to do with 
the Santa Fe Railway Company, of which 
he was a valued employee.

This particular Eagle from his aerie on 
‘he granite tower sees and hears much of 
the city, and the country to him is only a 
memory. But his memories of the country 
ire so interwoven into the very fibers of 
ais being that they can never be forgotten. 

‘<ipling in one of his poems represents a 
lot of sailors sitting on the golden floors 
of Paradise playing upon golden fiddles 
and «saying to the supervising angel: 
‘Take back your golden fiddies and give 

us the open sea.” The Eagle knows the 
greatness of the cities builded by human 
hands, these modern Babylons that would 
make the heart of old Nebuchadnezzar 
swe'l with pride if he were here to rulg 
over our own glorious Los Angeles. But 
paraphrasing your poet, the Eagle would 
say heartily: “Away with your skyscrap- 


ers and noisy street cars, and give me the 
open country.” 

The Eagle is not forgetting that the city 
is a necessary concomitant of human civ- 
ilization and works refiectively, producing 
all the time more refined types of civiliza- 
tion. The urbane man is the city-bred

man, the word coming from the Latin | beauty, or they might be tolerable in the 


“urbs,” which means in English “city.” 
So the polite man is the man city-bred, 
that word coming from a Greek vocable 
“polis,” also standing for the English word 
“city.” 

But in spite of all the glories of all the 
cities from Babel, Babylon, Nineveh, Jeru- 
salem, Tyre and Sidon, Athens and 
Corinth, Rome, Paris, Berlin, London, New 
York and Los Angeles, the Eagle's heart 
goes out to the open country. There is 
more real charm in one good acre of God's 
good earth than in all the skyscrapers, 
banks, museums and palaces erected by 
the skill and handiwork of man. And the 
glories increase in a marvelous ratio as 
one gets away from the plowed fields and 
brown stubbled plains where man’s plows 
have torn up the earth and man’s harvest- 
ing machines have gathered in the crops, 
to the untamed wilderness where God's 
planting, his giant cloudscraping trees lift 
their glorious graceful heads, to catch the 
morning, noontime or evening breeze, and 
to be lighted wp with the sun’s beams as 
he scales the eastern horizon, as he sits 
enthroned at midday ur as he sinks to rest 
in the evening sea, making each great tree 
a forest king gleaming with his crown of 
gold. 

The Eagle's heart is in close sympathy 
with the heart of man, as is demonstrated 
by the odes and epics that human poets 
have sung about the country. There are 
Goldsmith's beautiful verses about “Sweet 
Auburn, loveliest village of the plain.” 
And there is Thomas Moore's ode on the 
Vale of Avoca, “where the sweet waters 
meet.” Listen to a picture in words in one 
stanza of that poem: 

“I knew by the smoke that so gracefully 
curled 
Above the green elms that a cottage was 

near, 
And I thought that if peace could be found 
in the world 

The heart that is humble might hope 

for it here.” 

| can imagine some human reader solilo 
quizing in this manner: “What is the old 
Eagle talking about now? His remarks 
would come in ‘pat’ next spring when the 
poppies are peering above the ground and 
all the wild flowers are bursting forth into 


summer when everything is aglow with the 
full blaze of ripe harvests, and fruit trees 
bending low with loads of luscious fruits 
that break branch after branch with their 
superivundant weight. But what has all 
this talk about the country to do in these 
autumn days with ‘meadows brown and 
sere?’ Why, all the human family has for- 
saken the seaside where old and young 
have been romping in the breakers or 
drowsily listening to the music of the 
waves rippling over milk-white sands, and 
they have also left the mountaintops with 
their woods, and no more tiny feet patter 
‘through the forests and tiny hands gather 
basketsful of wild flowers.” 


The man who talks that way, no matter 
how vain he may be of his manhood, no 
matter how his heart may swell with pride 
at thought of his kingship over creation, 
has been robbed of the best half of his 
manhood by the artificial life of the city. 
City life with its conventionalities has 
dried up all the springs of inspiration and 
made them as unmellow as a napkin fresh 
from under a hot iron, has deprived his 
heart of sentiment and of poetry and made 
it cold as a chunk of ice. He is too ur- 
bane and too polite in a bad sense; that 
is, he is what is called too “citified,” and 
is in so far a degenerate human. 


The Eagle loves the old Hebrew concep- 
tion of the fall of the year as contained in 
the commentaries on the book of Genesis 
in the book called the Talmud. Or is it in 
the Mishna? That commentary says ev- 
erything at the creation came in perfection 
and maturity from the hands of the Crea 
tor. Adam was not made a babe, but a 
man in the prime of life, and when Adam 
first opened his eyes upon creation it was 
on what Wordsworth called “a beautiful 
evening, calm and, free,” and the “holy 
time was quiet as a:;nun.” The whole face 
of the landscape was, that of an autumn 
day. The grain waved in yellow ripeness 
on the hillside. The fruit dropped in per- 
fection from the tree, and the grapes hung 
in purple bunches on the vine. 

The man who wrote that commentary 
had the inspiration of real manhood and 
the heart of a true poet. The Eagle knows 
no season when nature comes with a 
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FTER all, you know, New York is 
very much like a highly respectable 
domesticated married man trying to 
act devilish. It reminds me irresistibly of 
some of our irreproachable Los Angeles 
merchant princes who, having made their 
: pile, yearn to be naughty and dashing and 
’ a bit blase, but are too innately virtuous 
to be anything but rather noisy, a bit boast- 
ful and a shade foolish. 


New York isn’t really any wickeder than

live in.

bad New York policeman somewhere 
sometimes—even in so good a cause as not 
being thought provincial. I can’t imagine 
even New York manufacturing the police 
scandals.

naving observed what a permanent mar- 
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ket there is for New York police plays and 
detective stories,.I naturally meant to 
seize the opportunity to discover some 
first-hand information about the brute. But 
bless you, he is chivalry and virtue per- 
sonified, married and domesticated for the 
most part, and much more respectable than 
the majority of our Los Angeles bachelors.

Comes of a Great Race. 


George Aiken Batchelder is a Native Son 
of the Golden West, having been born in 
San Francisco April 13, 1860, and San 
Francisco has Seen his domicile most of 
the time since. His father was Joseph 
Moody Batchelder and his mother Eliza- 
beth (Aiken) Batchelder. Mr. Batchelder 
had a predilection for San Francisco and 
San ®ranciscans, as indicated by his mar- 
riagé on March 19, 1885,° to Miss Mary 
Whittemore Kittredge, the deughter of 
Jonathan Kittredge, one of the pioneer 
merchants of that city. They have two 
children, Doris Elizabeth, who married Mr. 
Delancy Lewis, and Kittridge Batchelder. 
To get at the Batchelder genealogy one 
has to go back a long way. The original 
founder of the tribe in America was the 
Rev. Stephen Batchelder, an Oxford gradu- 
ate who came to the colonies in a very early 
day, landing in Boston early in the year 
1632. Although this Oxonian clergyman 
returned to die and be buried in his native 
land, he left progeny here who have made 
a mark on American history. Among the 
descendants of this good clergyman are 
numbered not only Daniel Webster, but 
John G. Whittier, also Benjamin F, Butler, 
eke William Pitt Fessenden, then comes 
Caleb Cushing, and lastly Gn. R. W. 
Batchelder, Gen. Grant's chief quartermas- 
ter during the war, as well as many other 
names that will shine as the stars forever 
on the pages of American history. The. 
race was hardy, for its founder died and 
was gathered to his fathers in the old fam- 
ily graveyard at Manchester, England, in 
1660, at the age of 100 years. 

The Batchelder family made its appear- 
ance in California in 1850, then having 
crossed the continent of America, crossed 
the Pacific Ocean, and the subject of this 
sketch as a mere child had his first school- 
ing in Shanghai, China, in 1866 and 1867. 
During 1868 he attended a private school 
in New Hampshire, and then went through 
the Mt. Pleasant Academy at Amherst dur- 
ing 1869 and 1870. He was then sent to 
Allen’s English and Classical School at 
West Washington, Mass., from 1871 to 
1873. Then he recrossed the American 
cohtinent westward, and the Pacific Ocean, 
following the setting sun, going to Tokio, 
where he spent the time from 1874 to 1879 
in the government business school and 
university under the direction of the Japa- 
neae government.

_phoon-swept seas in all directions. He 
was associated with Anson Burlingame 
when he represented the United States 
government as special envoy to the Chi- 
nese empire, and Mr. Batchelder was assis- 
tant secretary of the United States lega- 
tion in Japan. It is hard to follow the 
wanderings and activities of Mr. Batchel- 
der in the space allotted here. In 1883 he 
was a clerk in the War Department at 
Washington, and in 1885 was sent by E. 
H. Rollins & Sons to Denver as their west- 
ern manager. Then in 1894 this corpora- 
tion sent him to San Francisco to estab 
lish a branch of the house in that,city. It 
was the pioneer institution upon the west- 
ern coast of America in handling ‘stocks 
and bonds. The operations of the first 
year under Mr. Batchelder’s management 
amounted to half a million dollars, and the 
business now runs to $11,000,000 or $12.. 
000,000. 
_But Mr. Batchelder is not a money grab- 
ber, for at the age of 50 he retired from a 
lucrative business to enjoy the declining 
years. of life in a rational and comfortable 
way. 
Mr. Batchelder belongs to the Society of 
Colonial Wars, the Bohemian Club of San 
Francisco, and is a member of the Menlo 
Country Club. 


Will Come Back. 


Those who have done business for years 
with the Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank 
were shocked some months ago to learn 
of the sudden and serious illness of one of 
the assistant cashiers, John Alton.

Fights Predaceous Bugs. 


The war between predatory bugs and 
fruit growers on the Pacific Coast is in- 
deed “an irrepressible conflict. This comes 
from the fact that fruit growing is one of 
the most important industries of the Coast, 
and that the fruit growers are a body of 
unusually intelligent and energetic persons 
who put plenty of thought into their busi- 
ness. Naturally this business has been 
the cause of many useful discoveries and 
inventions. Predaceous bugs would have 
destroyed the fruit interests of the Coast 
had it not been for the discovery of the 
cyanide-gas process, which makes mighty 
short work of predatory bugs. The cya- 
nide process is used mostly in the citrus 


was mainly fighting. It is a west-of-Ire. 
land name, the clan coming originally from 
Sligo county, but P. J. O’Gara was born in 
Nebraska in 1872 on a farm near Coleridge, 
in Cedar county. Having gone through 
primary schools, he spent two years in the 
University of South Dakota, then four years 
in the University of Nebraska, specializing 
in botany, pathology and bacteriology. 
Ireland is full, or used to be at least, of 
what were known as poor scholars, that is, 
peasant boys too poor to attend ‘school, but 
determined to get an education in some 
way. With a Latin or a Greek book un- 
der their arms they wandered about the 
countryside, studying. under a hedge and 
begging their meals from door to door. 
Begging, even for young fellows with an 
unquenchable thirst for knowledge, is not 
so respectable in America as in Ireland. so 
O’Gara did not beg his way to knowledge, 
but fought his way to it. He says he be- 
gan his college course with $5 to carry him 
through. He had to earn his board and 
other expenses, and yet he graduated with 
an average of 98 per cent. in a class of 
more than 200. He is a member of the 
Botanical and Biological societies of Wash- 
ington, of the National Geograph'c Society 
and of many other scientific associations. 
He is a fellow of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. His sci- 
entific researches always bear a practical 
trend, and his standing is indicated by the 
fact that he was chosen by Cornell Univer- 
sity to assist in the compilation of the 
New American Cyclopedia of Horticulture. 
He does not depend entirely upon his own 
researches, for he has an indexed refer- 
ence library of 40,000 books and bulletins 
in several languages, understanding as he 
does German, French, Spanish, Italian and 
Latin. He has traveled extensively in 
Europe, Africa and Canada, and has been 
in every’ State in the Union, some years 
his ramblings covering from 26,000 to 
40,000 miles. 

Prof. O'Gara came to the Coast as an 
envoy of the Federal government to inves- 
tigate the blight on the pear trees in the 
San Joaquin and Sacramento valleys, where 
he was successful in exterminating the 


pest. 

In 1907 a blight attacked the orchards of 
Rogue River Valley and other parts of 
Southern Oregon, and Prof. O'Gara was 
sent there to make war upon the enemies 
of the fruit men in that part of the coun- 
try, and he is succeeding admirably. 


PACIFIC PERSONALS. 


George C. Friend used to hail from Los 
Angeles, where twenty-one years ago he 
was washing windows and blacking shoes in 
a hotel. When word came of the discovery 
of gold in Alaska he put on seven-league 
boots and betook himself to the frozen zone.

THE NEW MANUSCRIPTS TO 
BE MADE ACCESSIBLE. 


MILLIONS UNPUBLISHED LETTERS, 
WHERE THEY COME FROM AND WHAT 
THEY COST-—-HIGH FOR MANU- 

 SCRIPTS—NEW LIGHT ON THE DECLARA- 
TION OF INDEPENDENCE AND THE CON- 
STITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON (D. C.:—Within the 
past five years some of the most im- 
portant historical work ever done 
for this nation has been going on in the LI- 
brary of Congress in Washington. This is 
the collection of the raw material of the his- 
tory of the United States and that of the 
American colonies, It consists of gather- 
ing together from every available source 


Marion Crawford, Mark Twain and James 
Whitcomb Riley. 

The greater part of the material is new, 
and as I shalj show, further on in my talk 
with Mr. Gaillard Hunt, who is in charge 
of this collection, much of it will throw a 
new light upon history, and the most of it 
has never been published. 

But first let me give you some idea of the 
manuscript division of the National! Library. 
It is in the northwest pavilion on the sec- 
ond floor of the building. It consists of a 
circular reading-room about 100 feet in db 
ameter, book stacks running off from it con- 
taining the hundreds of great volumes 
bound in red morocco, in which these price 
less letters and papers are so carefully 
pasted. The reading-room is in the shape 
of a dome, with a circular mahogany desk 
in the center, about which those who handle 
the manuscripts must sit. The arrange- 
ment is such that the readers are never out 


} great room 100 feet or more long, filled with 
steel cases, which run back on each side 
from a central aisie. The cases are in 
stacks three stories hig. The whole is a 
skeleton of steel. The rooms are fireproof, 
and the manuscripts are stored away in 
great volumes as big as the biggest family 
Bible, each having its own place in this 


these volumes, each containing hundreds 
of pages, and each page holding a letter or 
paper, many of which are worth their 
weight in gold. The papers are classified 
according to the President or period to 
which they relate. Many of them are in col- 
lections, such as the Washington docwu- 
ments, Madison documents and the 
John Sherman papers, but all are 
chronologically arranged, and every iet- 
ter and paper has been so prepared and 
photographed or copied. 


the private papers and letters of our Presi- 
dents and our greatest statesmen. It in- 
cludes the transcribing from the archives 
of foreign countries every document that re 
lates to the American colonies, as well as 
all the material in manuscript form that 
sheds light upon the true story of the mak- 
ing of the American nation. 

Already the manuscript division of the 
library ranks among the three greatest 
manuscript collections of the world. Its 
papers and letters now surpass in extent 
and value those of any other library or gov- 
ernment of Europe, excepting perhaps the 
British Museum in London and the Biblio- 
theque Nationale in Paris. The work so far 
has been in active operation for only about 
five years, and the collections are increas- 
ing so rapidly that our division of manu- 
scripts will have more of such material 
than any other similar collection in the 
world. 


Indeed, I despair of giving an adequate 
conception of the enormous amount of ma- 
terial and of the admirable way in which 
it is being made accessible to the student 
and author. The correspondence, private 
papers and other documents already in hand 
are actually numbered by millions. There 
are more than 100,000 letters of the Wash- 
ington correspondence, there are 30,000 or 
40,000 of the private papers and letters of 
Andrew Jackson, and there are other papers 
of almost every President from the time of 
George Washington down to the late Civil 
War. 


There are thousands of unpublished let- 


including the complete papers of Alexander 
Hamilton, Duff Green, Salmon P. Chase and 
Edwin M. Stanton. The papers of John 
Sherman are here and those of Gideon 
Welles, as well as those of Gen. Sherman 
and Gen. McClellan. There are also naval 
papers, papers relating to our commercial 
history and upward of 100,000 folios of tran- 
scripts of documents relating to American 
colonial history. There is scientific corre- 
spondence and literary to American colonial 
history. Theré is scientific correspondence 
and literary correspondence, the latter in-

of sight of the chief of the division or his 
assistant. The room is flooded with light, 
and all handling of the papers is done un- 
der the Argus-eyes of the attendants. Even 
the private office of Galllard Hunt is sur- 
rounded by glass, and he has the whole of 
the workings constantly before him. 

Around the reading-room are cases which 
contain a card index catalogue to certain 
divisions of the collection. This index is a 
general one. The material is so vagt that 
it would be impossible to index it in detail, 
and it is only by coming here in person that 
the historical student or writer can get the 
material for his work. 

Nevertheless, these hundreds of thou- 
sands of letters and papers have been made 
wonderfully accessible, and they are being 
so cared for that from now on they will be 
practically indestructible. 

Come with me into the book stacks where 
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| When you remember that, as I have said, 
the collection already numbers several mil- 
lions of letters and papers, one can appre 
clate the vast work that is going on. At 
present a force of three men and three 
women are engaged in mounting the docu 
ments. The papers as bought hy the library 
are often in a deplorabie coadition, but 
they are taken and treated so that they 
will last forever. Each manuscript has its 
own treatment according to ite needs, the 
work being an improvement on that origi- 
nated by Father Ehriy of the Vatican li- 
brary, who until the work began here was 
the past master in the art of preserving 
and renovating old manuscripts. One 
method used to keep the tattered and torn 
and crumbling worm-eaten papers together 
is by smoothing them out and covering 
them with a fine silk gauze known as crepe- 
line. This stuff is so delicate that it can 


the manuscripts are kept. We are in a 


hardly be detected when it covers the Roosevelt,” 
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large number, but a great part of our man- | 
uscripts are given to us. The accessions 
to the division come in three different 
ways. Some of them are given, others are 
bought at a fair price and others are 
s0id to the library for a sum entirely out 
of proportion to their value. Many people 
would not sell their papers to any other in- 
stitution or person, but being poor, they 
are willing to take what the government 
thinks it can give, which is always much 
less than the same manuscript would bring 
at a private sale.” 


“Can you give me any idea of the prices 
of manuscripts?” 

“There is no such thing as a market 
price,” said Mr. Hunt. “The price depends 
upon the temper of the buyer. There may 
be four or five rich men in the market buy- 
ing certain kinds of autographs, and if you 
should have an autograph document that is 
along the lime they want it is. worth as 
much as they are willing to give for it. If 
only one of them wants it it is not worth 
much. If they all want it the price is fab- 
ulous. The library does not pay a high 
price, and it could not do so under any cir- 
cumstanées. If it did, a person having 
family letters that were really worth little 
might get an idea that they were of fabu- 
lous value.” 

“What is the highest price ever paid 
for an American manuscript?” 

“I do not know. Havemeyer paid $1400 
for the draft of Washington's farewell ad- 
dress. At the same sale a manuscript of 
Washington sold for $900, and a letter of 
his seld for $50. You can get no idea of 
prices by the publications concerning the 
sales. The newspapers mention only the 
highest prices paid, and nothing is said of 
the létters which go for little. At the 
same sale where the Washington address 
brought $1400 a letter of Henry Clay may 
have sold for $2.50.” 

“I would say. also.” Mr. Hunt continued, 
“that the library does not buy autographs. 


and he asked $6000 for the dozen in his col- 


It does not care for signatures, pure and 
simple, nor does it want single letters with- 
out they are of historical value. We buy 
only collections. It would be rather ab- 
surd for us to pay for single letters of 
Washington, when our collection of Wash- 
ington letters already numbers over 
100,000.” 

“And then,” Mr. Hunt continued, “take 
the extravagant ideas some people have 
concerning such papers. Not long ago a 
man offered us a set of revolutionary roll 
books. He considered them very valuable 


lection. I calculated the value of the num- 
ber of such books we had on hand, and at 
the price he asked our collection would 
have been worth $375,000 for those books 
alone.” 

“Then your collection is historical rather 
than autographic?” 

“Yes, the autographic interest of the pa- 
pers is the least important. This collec 
tion might be called the raw material of 
American history, and as to just how val- 
uabdle it is I can give you no adequate con- 
ception. I would say that there is not a 
single important period of American his- 
tory that has been truly written, and that 
there is not a single incident of impor- 
tance of which the manuscripts here in the 
library do not disturb the accepted version 
of it. Even such a story as that of. the 
making the Declaration of Independence is 
wrong. The library has information in 
these manuscripts as.to who actually 
wrote it and as to the circumstances under 
which it was sent out. The story is differ- 


ent from any published and it is yet to be 
told. Another thing is the framing of the 
Constitution of the United States. We 
have manuscripts in the Madison papers 
and in other records which throw new light 
upon that subject. About two years ago a 
monumental work, entitled “The Records 
of the Constitutional Convention,” was 
printed in three large volumes by Con- 
gress, and it was supposed to contain all 


the new matter. Within a week after that 


publication was issued the library received, 
by way of Philadelphia, four or five other 
very valuable records relating to the fram- 
ing of the Constitution. This makes the 
Congressional work incomplete, and so 1! 
might say we have no history which is a 
complete history as yet. George Wash- 
ington has been more written about than 
any other man in our history, and yet not 
one-tenth of his papers have ever been 
printed.” 


“Have you many documents relating to 
our colonial days?” 

“We have the papers of the revolution, 
and those of the Continental Congress. The 
latter begin with the First Congress in 
1774, and they extend to March 2, 1789, 
when the Congress died. After that we 
have the Congress as under the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. None of those 
papers has ever been printed. Indeed, it 
is out of the question for any man to write 
about matters relating to American history 
without coming here. The information is 
not accessible elsewhere, and we have our 
manuscripts now so arranged that we can 
tell students where to go without waste of 
time. 

“The documents cannot be taken away 
from the library. Indeed, a great many 
have been given only on the specific agree- 
ment that they would never go outside our 
hands. They can, however, be examined 
here and copied or photographed. This is, 
of course, for historic purposes. It is not 
for sensational writ .g, and not as to the 
publication of letters relating to persons 
now living. Many of the papers have been 
given to tthe library on the condition that 
they should not be put to any sensational 
use. The later papers, such as those of 
John Sherman and other men of recent 
date, might, if published, involve Many 
men still in public life. We bave to re 
strict that. Indeed, of ull the papers after 
the time of James K. Polk we have to 
adopt more or less restrictions.”

matic. Yes, there be Jews and Jews. 
There be those who are poor—disgrace- 
fully; for there is really no need for a Jew 
to be poor in this world of yokels and plain 
western Anglo-Saxons, of whom it takes 
ninety to beat one Yankee, and it takes 
ninety-nine Yankees to beat one Jew—the 
hundredth is a hybrid Greek-American who 
stands by himself and who could be over- 
come only by a Jew and a half, and as I am 
not good at figures, | shall leave the fur- 
ther calculation to the Committee on Cur- 
rency Revision. 


There be rich Jews—which is as it should 
be—considering that no one is sb near unto 
Jehovah as they—-certainly not a mere Gen- 
tile of the Anglo-Saxon breed. 

There be wise Jews who can foretell a 
combustible catastrophe with rare precision 


actually fall victims to an unprofitable fail- 
ure—can you think of anything more fool- 
ish. 

There be orthodox Jews who stick to the 
religion of their fathers even to a Demo- 
cratic administration and there be Reform 
Jews who look to the convenient side of a 
political proposition. To flustrate: 

The Down Right Honorable Oscar Straus 
of New York is of a pure no-pork-eating 
Jewish family of Southern Germany.

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fhe Garden by the Sea.

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plant life, and soil, as well as sand, offers 
nourishment to vegetation, that the rea! sea 
gardens are found. Even here, the strug- 
gle for existence maintained by the plants 
and flowers is a fierce one. It is some- 
times pitiful to observe the. strength, and, 
one might almost say courage, exhibited 
by these little plant people in the fight for 
bare life that is made necessary by the exi- 
gencies of their position. Here, the ele 
ments seem to have become enemies, and 
add their power to the obstdcles that must 
be overcome if life is to be preserved in 
roots and leaves. Besides the burning sun, 
which is rarely obscured by a cloud dur- 
ing the hot month of August, the plants 
must fight against drought and strong sea 
winds. There is also, particularly along 
the sandy beaches, lack of nourishment 
with which to contend. However, this 
struggle is not made in vain. It is a battle, 
year in and year out, from season to sea- 
son, yet in the end they conquer. They 
manage to exist, and add their color and 
sweetness to the beauty of cliff and sea 

Usually the most noticeable flowers to 
the casual observer are the sand flowers. 
The undulating dunes behind the little, 
curving beaches are covered with verbenas 
and sand primroses, as well as many kinds 
of plants distinguished by flowers. The 
white, hot sand glows with bright color 
where the colonies of sand flowers spread 
their brilliant blossoms and pale green 
stunted foliage over the shifting surface. 
The small hillocks are topped with cling- 
ing vegetation, and generally the tiny sand 
valleys can boast a glowing blossom oF 
two, . 

First and sweetest, as regards odor, is 
the sand verbena (Abronica latifolica.) It 
is a small straggling plant, with far too. lit- 
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mere beauty. The thick, fleshy oval leaves 
are a pale greenish silver and are strung 
carelessly along the rose-pink stem in an 
exceedingly ungraceful manner. However, 
the flower of the verbena is as lovely a 
little blossom as ever graced the most cul- 
tivated garden plot—lovelier, in fact, for 
there is a hardy wildness in the tiny, pur- 
plish pink cluster of stars that gives it a 
peculiar charm that the treasures of the 
garden cannot boast. The scent of the 
blossoms is delicious, suggesting the odor 
of jasmine, but without the cloying quality 
of that perfume. Toward evening, after the 
heat of the day is past, these wee blossom 
clusters are at their sweetest. Then the 
odor is almost intoxicatingly exquisite. In 
all places is the verbena rarer than the 
other flowers, and seems also to be more 
affected by varying conditions of soil and 
climate. 

Quite as beautiful, if not as sweet-scented, 
is the Ocnothra cheirathifolia, the sand 
primrose. The small silver-gray plants 
that bear these lovely, golden blooms are 
wonderfully hardy, and the only variation 
in growth that they display when growing 
in very dry situations, is the extremely 
small size of the flowers. They are some 
times so tiny as to be almost unrecogniz- 
able. The primroses are very prolific 
bloomers, and under favorable conditions 
the plant is one mass of brilliant yellow 
flowerilets. Unlike the verbena, the foliage 
is remarkably pretty, resembling small 
green rosebuds strung closely on a string. 
The stems, however, are not graceful. 

Besides the primroses and verbenas, an- 
other little flower is found on the same 
dunes. It hasefieshy leaves, covered with 
a sticky substance, and the flowers are not 
unlike those of the verbena, although the 
eo'or is a deep reddish-purple. 


Last, but far from least, is the ice plant. 
it is found everywhere. On hot cliff edges, 
on dusty roads and in plowed fields, it 
spreads a glistening carpet of clear green 
and ruby red. It is astonishing how it con. 
trives to extract such a large amount of 
moisture from the niggardiy soil. Where it 
has a moderate amount of moisture, it is a 
wonderful thing, a gleaming mass of trans- 
parent, delicately-tinted globes. I have 
never seen it in its full glory of bloom, 
since I have never met it, except in the 
inauspicious month of August. Then, the 
blossoming time is nearly over, and only 
a few water-lily-like flowers are left. At 
night a stretch of the plants by the road 
gives a very charming effect. The many 
white, shut blossoms look like brownies’ 
bed candles in the tiny sticks. In the day: 
time hundreds of bees and moths hover 
over the flowers. . 

Not only have the seaside gardens lovely 
flowers, but on the cliffs are many beautiful 
shrubs, as well as humble creeping plants. 
There is a pretty bush that reminds one of 
mistletoe, with its pale green leaves and, 
when in bloom, bunches of infinitesimal cup- 
like flowers. Along the base of the bluff 
is occasionally found an exquisite creep- 
ing plant that looks like a brilliant mosaic 
on the brown earth. 


There is never a time when there are no 
blossoms. Always, there is something 
lovely to be found, not perhaps a loveli- 
ness that is startling and effective, but love- 
liness, nevertheless.

The family ranges from 


the northern boundary of the United States | |[ 
fc to the southern part of South America, and 


to the West Indies, but not elsewhere in 


the world, with the exception noted as found i 


in South Africa. 


For many years the writer had under his iz 


care, in Los Angeles, one of the largest col- 
lections, in number, ever brought together, 


perhaps the largest commercial stock in the I 


world. It has indeed been laughable, 


throughout a whole quarter century of ex- 


pert éxperience with the plants and their 
scientific literature, to note the many who 


present their pet plants as native to foreign | ' 


countries, and many residents of Los An- 
geles have in their possession cacti brought 
by them, at a considerable trouble, from 
Japan and other remote parts of the world, 
though these are nearly always native to the 
United States. 

Many years ago the writer heard the late 

J. A. B. Wilson, then pastor of the First 
Methodist Episcopa! Church of Los Angeles, 
in speaking of the trials of Israelites in the 
Desert of Sinai, say: “Imagine a dreary 
waste, torn by the storms of Many years, 
with no living vegetation save here and 
there a lonely plant of the forbidding cac- 
tus.” Nearly all are familiar with copies of 
the beautiful painting of the “Parting of 
Ruth and Naomi,” with plants of cacti all 
about them; also one of a journey of the 
Holy Family from Jerusalem to Jericho, or 
some similar flight, with the same giant 
flat-biaded cactus all about them. This is 
Opuntia tuna from Mexico, and common 
about our California missions and elsewhere. 
No cacti were introduced to the Holy Land 
or other foreign parts until] many years after 
the Spaniards discovered South America. 

By far the greater number of species are 
found in Mexico, and that country has more 
giant species, yet it but shares with the 
United States the honor of having the 
largest of all, Cereus giganteus, usually 
known as the “Giant Cactus of Arizona.” 
Some species are extremely hardy and 
withstand the coldest freezes in North Da- 
kota, ranging in other species through 
Northern Colorado, Nevada, while Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and Texas have 
them in nearly all sections. Califor. 
nia contains many native species, both 
curious and beautiful, some of them 
being the world’s finest in point of 
beauty. It is more than passing strange that 
in a climate so mild and seemingly so well 
adapted to the growth of cacti that the most 
northern natural range of any species is in 
the vicinity of Bakersfield, and these be- 
come very small, seemingly starved, known 
to botanists as “depauperate” specimens. 
The Giant Cereus of Arizona and Northern 
Mexico attains a height of nearly sixty feet, 
with a diameter of two or more feet. The 
photograph shown on this page is of a plant 
not heretofore illustrated, the kodak film 
being sent The Times by the owner of the 
ranch on which this fine plant grows. 

No other family of plants rival the cacti 
in variety of form and size under like con- 
ditions of soil and climate, for beside the 
largest may be found full grown dwarf spe- 
cles less than one inch in height or in diam- 
eter. One of these tiny species, Mammil- 
laria minima, is very hardy and by no means 
rare in cactus collections in Los Angeles. 
The striking peculiarities and strange forms 
of some of the more curious species will 
be described in another issue. 


Crotons.

elsewhere. The seeds of the species noted, 
native to India and the Far WHast, 
are ground and the oil pressed from 
the powder and filtered. The remaiza- 
ing pulp is mixed with twice its 
weight of alcohol, heated to 140 degrees 
and pressed again. The alcohol is then re- 
moved by distillation and so all the croton 
oil is extracted that is possible to obtain. 
The oll is so actively purgative, acrid, and 
dangerous that even those employed in its 
manufacture are affected with sore eyes, vio- 
lent purging, and other ills. Some of the 
crotons grown in hothouses have foliage 
that for high colorings and range of varia- 
tions in marking are not surpassed by those 
of any other plants known. 


Plant Cyclopedias. 


ORE than a dozen years have passed 

since Bailey’s Cyclopedia of American 
Horticulture was issued, and Nicholson's 
Dictionary of Gardening, the great English 
standard work was out a decade before this. 
Both need revision and additions, and the 
former will be reissued, an entirely new 
work, some time during the coming year. It 
will be a day for rejoicing when the new set 
is ready for us, and many would fee! equally 
pleased with a new edition of Nicholson, 
which, however, is not promised. 

A complete set of either of these works, 
in six volumes, will cost $30, a heavy ex- 
pense for many gardeners and others wish- 
ing standard guides and authentie descrip- 
tions. There are several fine catalogues 
iesued by nursery firms in this State which 
may be obtained either for the asking or 
for a price not greater than 25 cents each. 
Neither of the two for which a price is 
asked are as up-to-date as some of lesser 
pretensions that are distribvted free, but 
both have a larger list of plants than any 
ot the others and are well worth the small 
price set upon them. A few examples are 
here given to show the excellent style 
adopted in modern catalogues in giving 
needed information in its briefest form: 

“Seaforthia elegans (Archontophoenix Cun- 

ninghamii,) Queensland and N. 8. W., 60-80 
feet. One of the most beautiful of the palm 
family, and one of the best in cultivation 
for the conservatory or greenhouse and 
hardy wherever the lemon tree is unharmed 
by frosts.

Sources of Nitrogen. 


| ITRATE OF SODA is one of the most 
| LN convenient sources of nitrogen. It con- 
tains about 15 per cent., costs about $50 a 
ton and is so soluble that it should be used 
in quantity only on growing crops. Sulphate 
of ammonia has about 20 per cent., runs a 
little higher in price, is likewise soluble but 
not so quickly available, as the ammonia is 
supposed to be converted into nitrates be- 
fore it is taken up by the plant. The other 
sources of nitrogen are less rich, less sol- 
uble, and variable in price and quality. They 
are most used for mixtures which are ap 
plied before the crop is planted. The most 
common are: Dried blood, 10 to 14 per 
cent.; tankage, 5 to 12 per cent.; fish scrap, 
10 per cent.; cottonseed meal, 7 per cent. 


Ornamental! and Economic Value. 


E HAVE many vegetables of decided 
ornamental value, some of them most 
unusually attractive. The common chicory 
of commerce bears lovely blue flowers and 
is worthy of a place in any flower garden. 
The vegetable oyster or salsify (Tragopon 
porrtfolius) is nearly as often grown as an 
ornamental as it is for food purposes.

CARE OF BABY. 
Regular Feeding. 


[Dallas News:] Babies soon learn the 
regular hours for feeding, and with ‘a littlé 
patience on the part of the mother, the 
baby’s life can be made to run as evenly as 
a little machine. Then the mother can 
count on the hours she wil] have for other 
work. A baby will even learn to waken 
at its regular feeding time, if properly 
trained to regular hours. I know of an in- 
fant that wakened regularly for his la#&t 
bottle for many months, and at the last did 
not open his eyes, because his nurse had 
the bottle ready for the slightest move 
ment when the time came near for this last 
It was a great comfort to the 
mother to feel sure there would be no cry- 


ing spell and that the child really wanted |. 


to get to sleep again as quickly as possible 
after the milk was taken. It is worth try- 
ing for, and only needs constant attention 
to detail until the habit is established, and 
then equally constant adherence to the reg- 
ular hours for feeding. It is better for 
both child and mother to follow some such 
plan. 


Open-Air Sleeping. 


Babies need fresh air day and night. 
Many kinds of illness are cured by fresh 
air. Warmly covered, and away from 
draft, a baby may sleep in a room with the 
window open—even in ‘cogl weather. In 
winter, newborn babies ordinarily are not 
taken out until they are four weeks old. 
In the summer they go out at two weeks. 

Keep baby warm when out—and pro- 
tected from winds and glaring sunlight. | 
have seen sleeping babies in the open air 
turning and squirming in their coaches in 
an effort to get away from a blinding, glar- 
ing sunlight. It seems incredible that any- 
one should expose an infant in this way, 
but it is the truth that many ignorant 
young mothers allow their child to be 
thus treated and later wonder at failing 
eyesight. Babies living in the country 
may take their naps on the veranda, in 
mild weather, and thus get plenty of fresh 
air. 

Fresh air will help to cure sick babies 
and will help well babies to digest their 
food. Fresh air may be kept in a room by 
putting a board, the width of the window 
and two or three inches thick, under the 
lower sash. The fresh air coming in at 
the opening between the upper and lower 
sash does not make a draft, and will keep 
the air in the room pure.

IN THE LAUNDRY. 
Soak the Clothes. 


[Newark News:] Clothes should be 
sorted and put to soak overnight in 
lukewarm water, the soap being rubbed on 
the parts which are most soiled. Bed- 
clothes and body clothes should go in one 
container, towels and handkerchiefs in 
another, and table linen in a third. The 
colored clothes, stockings and flannels 
should not be soaked. Stains from the 
table linen should first be removed, or the 
water will “set” them. In the morning, al- 
low some of the water to run off, and add 
enough hot water to cover the clothes, if 
they are to be rubbed in the old-fashioned 
way. All the badly-solled places should be 
given special attention, though it is true 
that the boiling process which comes after 
helps considerably. 

Bluing and Starching. 

After the clothes ate boiled and rinsed, 
using three changes of water, they should 
be blued. It is a mistake to use too much 
bluing, as this will in time give the clothes 
a yellowish tinge. When possible, dry out 
of doors. Sun and wind are excellent 
bleaching mediums. 

Careless starching makes good ironing 
tmpossible and discounts whatever care the 
laundress may have taken in washing the 
clothes. Moreover, poor starching really 
ruins fine clothes and household linen; 
poor starch sticks to the iron, sometimes 
causing tears and burns, and the strenuous 


methods employed to remove the lumpy, 
sticky starch also sometimes results in 
tears and worn places. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 
(Contributors New York Press:}] I al- 
ways keep my coffee pot clean and fresh 
by cleaning it in the following manner once 
a week: Put a tablespoonful of washing 
soda into the pot, fill it nearly full of wate: 
and let it boil for a little while. Then 
rinse very thoroughly with hot water. 

To clean white felt and make it look like 
new, the following method is excellent: 
Make a soft paste with magnesia and milk. 
Cover the article thickly with the mixture, 
applying it with a brush, leaving this on 
until the next day, then brush off with a 
perfectly clean hard brush. 

Black kid or suede gloves that wear 
white at the ends, treated in the following 
manner, can be made to look like new: 
Mix a little good black ink with half a 
teaspcoaful of olive oil and apply to the 
faded parts w:.. a feather. Let the gloves 
dry thoroughly before wearing them. 

To remove the smell of paint in a room, 

place a pail full of cold water in the room 
and keep changing it constantly. This will 
help to purify the room as well as remove 
the odor of paint. 
To clean silver and make it bright, put 
a quantity of sour milk in a shallow pan 
and place the articles in it, letting them 
remain there until they become bright 
When this is finished, wash them in warm 
water which contains a few drops of am- 
monia. 


KINKS IN THE KITCHEN. 
Government Bread Recipe. 


[Washington Star:] The American 
housewife wastes much energy in 
making bread, according to Miss Hannah 
Wessling, expert breadmaker for the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Bread doesn’t need much kneading, she 
declares. “Let the yeast do your work,” 
is the motto of this busy little woman, who 
knows how to make all kinds of bread 
from German pumpernickel to Hawalian 
banana bread. Good American white 
bread is her specialty, and when it comes 


government's official breadmaker declares 
that the following instructions are the 
best: 

Take twelve ounces of flour for a one 
pound loaf. Use one-fourth ounce of su- 
gar, one-fourth ounce of salt and ten 
ounces of tepid water. 

Mix the yeast, salt and flour and then 
let them ferment for an hour instead of 
using them immediately. Warm the flour 
and mix. Allow the mass- to stand one 
hour. Don't handle it. It doesn’t need 
much kneading. Mix it up and allow it to 
stand another forty-five minutes, when it 
is ready for the pans. 

The entire process should be conducted 


‘in a room where the temperature is 80 or 


86 degrees. Any warmer means sour

ISLAND ON WHICH ANIMALS 


LIVE WITH OUT WATER. 


{London Correspondence New York Sun: ] 
Recent investigations on the little-known 
and rareiy visited Henderson or. Elizabeth 
Island have led to the discovery of a com- 
plete and curious little colony of zoological 
total abstainers. The island, which is un- 
inhabited, is situated about 120 miles north- 
east of Pitcairn Island- itself sufficiently

There is no water on it, not even a 
swamp, and it is only six miles long, yet 
it harbors quite a menagerie—a kind of rat, 
a lizard, described as very abundant, and 
no fewer than four kinds of birds, all pecu- 
liar to the island. These are a fruit pigeon, 
a lorikeet or honey-eating parrakeet, a little 
rail or crake and a reed warbler. The 
strange thing about the inmates of this 
curious little natural aviary of coral rock, 
surrounded by waves instead of wires, is 
that two of its inmates are birds, one espe- 
cially associated with water—the rail and 
the warbler. 

Yet it is evident that these, like the rest, 
must do without drinking, unless the dew 
can slake their thirst, or they have ac- 
quired toleration for sea water as a bever- 
age. A similar case is that of the peculiar 
and very handsome wild goose of the Sand- 
wich Islands, which frequents the barren 
lava flows, where there is no permanent 
water supply, but it feeds on juicy food, 
such as sow thistle and berries. Here we 
get an even more aquatic type of bird ma- 
rooned on dry land, but the Sandwich 
Island goose takes to water readily enough 
when kept in Europe. 

“As té6 the existence.of animals without 
drinking, it is well known that many have 
the power of sustaining themselves in this 
way, and the phenomenon occurs irrespec- 
tive of their diet being vegetable or ani- 
mal, at any rate in some cases,” says the 
Standard in commenting upon Henderson 
Island life. “Rabbits as is well known can 
live without water if given plenty of salad 
and so can parrots if supplied with sop; yet 
both will drink on occasions. So _ will 
hawks and owls, but these birds can sub- 
sist for long periods without drinking in 
captivity; in fact, under the old manage 
ment at the Zoo the owls never had any 
water given them. Neither did the curious 
hornbills, which are by nature chiefly fruit 
eaters, receive any. They have the oppor- 
tunity of drinking now, but do it so awk- 
wardly, trying to peck up the water with 
their great bills, that the habit hardly seems 
natural. 
“It has been recorded that a great bus- 
tard lived for months in captivity without 
drinking, although the species does drink 
occasionally; and it may be suggested that 
the bustards are a family of birds accus- 
tomed to frequent dry places and hence 
have acquired a power of abstinence. 
“But, setting aside the fact that the great 
bustard is often found near water, this ex- 
planation would not serve in the case of 
parrots and hornbills, which are as a rule’ 
forest birds; moreover, the family of birds 
most especially associated with desert con- 
ditions—the sand grouse—do not show any 
tendency to dispense with drinking. In- 
deed they are very dependent on water, fly- 
ing to their drinking places twice daily, and 
watering their chicks by soaking their own 
under plumage in the fluid, which is after 
ked off by the young.

Spirit Rappings, Etc. 


HE “etcetera” includes all phases of 

physical phenomena, such as table-tilt- 
ing, independent silate-writing and levi- 
tation of ponderable objects, in addition to 
the so-called spirit-rappings. ‘These, all of 
these, are due to the same agency—not one 
of which has the slightest connection with 
discarnate spirits. 

What is this agency? Kinetic energy. 
What is kinetic energy? A power of the 
human soul. All the physical phenomena 
of spiritism can be accounted for on the 
ground that living man possesses, inher- 
ently, the power to produce them. The 
power resides within the medium and is in 
no way connected with or influenced by a 
discarnate spirit. It is a power belonging 
exclusively to the subjective mind, and was 
well named by Prof. Cowes—who evidently 
coined the word—*“telekinesis” from the 
Greek words “tele” (far off) and “kinesis” 
(movement;) thus giving us the phrase— 
kinetic energy. | 

Dr. Hudson says: “It is that power 
which, in spiritistic circles, produces raps 
upon floor, walls, and furniture; levitates 
the medium, tilts tables, and sometimes 
causes the most orderly and dignified par- 
lor furniture to ‘play fantastic tricks before 
high heaven.’ 

“The only thing that can be said of this 
power with certainty is that it exists; that 
it is a powerof the objective mind; that it 
is a power of the human soul, and that it is 
valuable in this life only as an evidence 
that there is a kinetic force resident in the 
soul. There is no valid evidence whatever 
that disembodied spirits do or can produce 
the phenomena of telekinesis.” 

It is a noticeable fact that mediums are 
seldom developed in more than one method 
or means of communication. Those who 
give verbal messages, whether in the trance 
or semi-trance state, rarely resort to the 
physical phenomena. 


Tabletiiting and Raps. 


HEN circled around the table it is cus- 

tomary for one person to act as spokes- 
man, and the established code of signals is 
agreed upon. The questions are asked, and 
if the answer comes from raps heard upon 
the table or elsewhere, the power that pro- 
duces them is the kinetic power of which I 
have spoken, and the intelligence, if any, 
comes from the same source—the subjec- 
tive mind containing the information—not 
necessarily that of the spokesman. 

If, instead of “raps,” the answers are 
received by the tilting of the table, the 
force employed is not always the kinetic 
energy, but an unconscious muscular action 
of the one whose subjective mind holds the 
information, all others unconsciously yield- 
ing to the stronger movement. No intellt- 
rent answer is ever given unless the know!l- 
edge or information is in the subjective 
mind of some one present, although that 
person may have no objective knowledge of 
the same.

Planchette and Ouija Board. 


HIS is simply another means of bring- 

ing the operations of the subjective mind 
above the threshold of consciousness. 
While these little devices are different in 
construction and slightly different in their 
method of working they are both uncon- 
sciously guided by the hand that rests 
lightly thereon, but are supposed to be pro- 
pelled by an unseen power. By a little 
practice in being able to secure the passiv- 
ity of the objective mind, one may obtain 
communications from his own subjective 
mind—not from a discarnate spirit. 


Automatic Writing. 


UIRES of paper have been wasted in the 

messages thus received, supposedly, 
from the spirit world. This was the favor- 
ite method employed by the late William T. 
Stead when receiving messages, suppos- 
edly, from “Julia.” There is no doubt in 
the mind of any scientific, unbiased inves- 
tigator that the subjective mind assumes 
contro] of the muscles and nerves of the 
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fuse it. 


arm and hand, and propels the pencil, the 
objective mind being perfectly quiescent, 
and often totally oblivious of what has been 
written. “The entity that guides the pen- 
cil,” says Dr. Hudson, “almost invariably 
assumes to be a spirit, and its communica- 
tions necessarily conform to the character 
assumed.” The reason of this is obvious 
when we consider the fact that automatic 
writing has always been associated with 
the idea of spirit communion. When the 
automatist, however, knows nothing of spir- 
itiem, and there is no suggestion of the spir- 
its having any part in the performance, the 
subjective mind will not assume that it is 
a spirit that writes. 
* 


Independent Siate-writing. 


HB word “independent” signifies that 

the pencil is moved and the message 
written without the aid of anyone through 
physical contact. Do not cry “fraud” to 
everything you do not understand. You do 
not have to be a believer in spiritism to 
acknowledge the fact that a bit of pencil 
placed between two perfectly clean slates 
can write an intelligent message without 


| being guided by any hand. It is possible 


to receive messages in that manner and 
have the assurance that every possibile 
chance of fraud has been eliminated. But 
I repeat over and over again that these 
messages are not from discarnate spirits 
nor is the bit of pencil moved by a spirit 
hand. What moves it? That same kinetic 
energy of which I have previously spoken. 
Surely a power that can levitate ponderable 
objects and cause the raps that are dis- 
tinctly heard can move the bit of pencil. 

You may even receive a message written 
on the slate, the writing being a perfect fae- 
simile of one who has “passed over,” but 
that does not signify that the one who 
passed over” wrote the message. The 
information and the style of writing 
must be in the subjective mind of 
some one present. If not known to ‘the me- 
dium—which is not likely—it is transmit- 
ted, telepathically, to his or her subjective 
mind, and from the medium emanates this 
unseen, unfelt kinetic energy. 

The medium will inform you that this is 
all due to the departed spirit who sent the 
message, and he or she firmly believes that 
both the transmission of thought and the 
transmission of energy came from the same 
source. They did, but not from that of the 
spirit. 

This is a case, probably, in which the 
searcher for light and truth finds it more 
difficult to understand the explanation than 
the thing explained; while the believer in 
spiritism finds it much easier to believe 
that which he ardently desires to be true. 
But you may wonder how a power resident 
within you, a power of which so little is, 
known, can move with such delicacy and 
accuracy an object so small as the smaliest 
bit of pencil and can also move, with ease, 
some ponderous object. 


How? I cannot say, nor can anyone. 
But | do say that I see no need of attribut. 
ing any power to the dead that is inherent 
in the living. And further, I know the 
power exists, as I have observed and also 
experienced it. In a forthcoming article | 
shall give two most remarkable cases of the 
power of this kinetic energy in the saving 
of human life; thus showing its practical 
side. It is hard to convince some people 
that there can be the movement of an ob 
ject without visible force; yet we have 
daily illustrations in nature. When the 
wind slams the door we have the movement 
of an object without visible contact—the 
same in various electrical movements. 

“Slate-writing,” says Dr. Hudson, ““when 
performed by a first-class medium, gifted 
with a high order of telepathic power, ac- 
companied by other necessafy intellectual 
qualifications, is one of the,most interesting 
of all phases of psychic power.” In “The 
Law of Psychic Phenomena,” Dr. Hudson 
gives what I consider the most remarkable 
test on record; an instance which occurred 
within his own experience. Great as was 
this man’s mediumistic power, the limita- 
tions which hedged him about pointed, with 
unerring exactitude, to the source of the 
phenomena—it was in no way connected 
with discarnate spirit; yet the medium, 
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honest and sincere, was fully persuaded in 
his own mind that it wag. 


Great Expectations. 


IR OLIVER LODGE, president of the 

British Association for the Advance 
ment of Secience, intimated that he would 
make statements of a startling character 
concerning immortality and the proof of life 
after death. The meeting has passed, but 
nothing new or startling was made manifest. 
Usually such addresses are too scientific and 
abstruse to appeal to popular taste, but 
when the fact became known that Sir Olt 
ver Lodge was to deal with the mystery of 
after-life and that question of the persist- 
ence of personality after death, great crowds 
assembled, among whom were some of the 
leading scientists of the world, who waited 
with bated breath to hear what the distin- 
guished speaker might say. 

While the address was listened to with 
impressive silence, broken only by little out- 
bursts of applause or by the murmur of half- 
suppressed laughter, the distinguished gen- 
tleman gave us nothing new. How could 
he? No word has ever yet come “from that 
bourne whence no traveler returns.” As I 
have previously stated, all is speculative. 
The best that Sir Oliver could do was to ex- 
press his belief that the evidence to his 
mind goes to prove that discarnate intelll- 
gence, under certain conditions, may inter- 
act with us on the materia! side and that we 
may hope to attain some understanding of 
the nature of a larger, perhaps ethereal, ex- 
istence and of the conditions regulating in- 
tercourse across the chasm. There is, as 
yet, no such evidence, and even with Sir Olt- 
ver it is only a glimmer of a hope. 

He also touched upon the all-important 
and very interesting theme of the question 
of life after death. Of course he knows no 
more about it than the rest of us and the 
rest of us know nothing: yet God has im- 
planted within us both the desire and the 
belief of immortality and we have this much 
in its favor—the negative has never been 
proved; also, there is no such thing as an- 
nihilation. Nevertheless, Sir Oliver’s con- 
clusions are interesting. He said: “Occur 
rences now regarded as occult can be exam- 
ined and reduced to order by the methods of 
science carefully and persistently applied. 
Already the facts so examined have con- 
vinced me that memory and affection are 
not limited to that association with mat- 
ter by which alone they can manifest them- 
selves here and now and that personality 
persists beyond bodily death.” 


Electricity as Food. 


HE French physician and scientist, M. 

Bergonie, some time ago advanced the 
theory that applications of electricity could 
be made to supply the place of food to a 
certain extent, which discovery he called 
diathermy. 

By the application of electricity it was 
his claim that the human body is able to 
make up for part of the alimentation of the 
system by furnishing a large amount of heat 
to the body, instead of producing the heat 
from food materials which need to be con- 
sumed or, indeed, burned in the system, 
|this giving rise to overwork of the physic 
logical organs of the body. 

For the purpose of experiment, he re 
cently picked out a man who was a notable 
example of i ill-nourishment. The man 
weighed 110 pounds, suffered greatly from 
the cold, and could not walk 300 feet with- 
out assistance. 

After undergoing the treatment for a short 
period the man became normal in every re- 
spect. He gained thirty pounds in_weight, 
was enabled to resume his business, and 
could take long walks without experiencing 
fatigue, and was unaffected by changes of 
temperature. The doctor considers that the 
time is not far distant when all troubles due 
to insufficient nutriment will disappear un- 
der a series of electrical treatments by high- 
frequency currents. 

In Sing Sing and a few other institutions 
of like order, not only all troubles due to 
malnutrition, but all troubles due to mal- 
anything. disappear with only one electrical 
treatment by high-frequency currents.

“The first essential is to guard against 
contracting colds, the second is to deal with 
their symptoms immediately when they are 
first realized, preventing their progress. 
Now to guard against colds, if you have 
been in the habit of taking warm baths in 
the morning, change that habit at once, and 
plunge into the tub of cold water. You 
need not remain in it. Jump out to your 
bath mat, and rub your body Vigorously 
with rough towel or mittens. Then slap 
yourself all over until you glow and tingle. 
While you are still warm and nude, exer- 
cise energetically, using some system that 
will compel you to breath deeply, and will 
reach every muscle. Then get into your 
clothes, and be sure that they are warm 
enough to keep you perfectly comfortable. 
If you allow the surface of your body to get 
chilled, the blood must.work overtime to 
send sufficient warmth to the surface to 
try to protect it. Digestion and interior 
building is therefore neglected, and de- 
prived of adequate energy. 

“At night, if you become chilled, by 
stretching your toes down as far as they 
will go, repeatedly, you will create a tem 
porary warmth. But best also have an ex- 
tra cover at the foot of the bed, and don't 
be too lazy to, pull it up.” 


Excision at the Knee Joint. 


The result of the excisions at the knee 
joint performed during the late Civil War, 
whether the operations were primary, in- 
termediary, or secondary, were not very 
encouraging, forty-four of the fifty-four 
cases in which the issues were ascertained 
having terminated fatally, a mortality of 
81.4 per cent., exceeding the mortality rate 
of the amputations in the thigh by 27.6 per 
cent. Of the ten patients who survived ex- 
cisions at the knee joint, one submitted to 
successful amputation at the junction of 
the middle and lower thirds of the thigh 
five days after the excision. Another was 
discharged the service and pensioned, but 
died two years and four months after the 
operation, from extensive suppuration of 
the leg and thigh and metastatic and pyae- 
mic abscesses in various parts of the body. 
As regards the results of the instances of 
excisions at the knee joint, these cases, 
therefore, must also be considered as fail- 
ures. Of the remaining eight cases three 
recovered with fair use of limbs. In one 
case the upper portion of the head of the 
tibia was excised. The patella was not re- 
moved. The leg shortened three inches, 
but with the aid of a high heel and thick 
sole to the boot the patient could walk with- 
out crutches. Another patient in whose 
case the condyles of the femur and the pa- 
tella were removed, he secured a good 
sound leg which answered every purpose. 
Capt. Charles Knowlton, Tenth Louisiana, 
had one and a half inches of the condyles 
of the femur, one inch of the tibia and the 
patella excised. Firm ligamentous union 
followed and he could not only walk almost 
as well as ever, but could dance even round 
dances. Another patient who had a simi- 
lar operation as Knowlton recovered with 
an anchylosed joint and four inches short- 
ening, but the muscles of the limb below 
the knee became considerably atrophied 
and contracted, producing “talipes equi- 
nus,” while the muscular development of 
Capt. Knowlton’s leg remained excellent. 


‘In another case where the semilunar car- 


tilages from the tibia had been excised, the 
patient was able to walk with the assist- 
ance of a cane at the time of his discharge 
ten months after the operation. Both 
lower extremities afterward became para- 
lyzed, a condition which might have been 
the result of malarial poisoning. In a case 
where the head of the tibia and the head 
of the fibula were excised, the limb became 
atrophied and deformed, with contraction 
of the muscles and distortion of the foot. 
In the Schleswig-Holstein war of 1864 
the mortality after knee joint excision was 
85.7 per cent.; in the Austro-Prussign war 
of 1866, 86.6 per cent.; in the Fran Prus- 
sian war of 1870-71, 80 per cent.; and in the 
Russo-Turkish war of 1876-7, 100 per cent. 
Some of the European surgeons, however, 
yet hope for better results in future wars. 


Dead Hearts Made to Beat. 


Hearts which had ceased to beat have 
been made to pulsate anew by means of a 


respirator developed by Dr. H. E. Tomp- 
kins, a physician and dentist of New York. 
The apparatus is described in the current 
issue of the New York Medical Journal, to 
which the inventor has contributed an ac- 
count of his experiments made on 163 ani- 
mals and several human bodies. 

“With this apparatus,” writes Dr. Tomp- 
kins, “I have caused the hearf to beat in an 
animal which had been dead, or to put it 
differently, whose heart had ceased beating 
for twenty-three minutes. This occurred in 
but one case out of 163 experiments. I 
have, however, instituted the heart's action 
in several cases in which the heart has not 
pulsated for periods as long as five min- 
utes. 

“Of these experiments seventy-one were 
on dogs, sixty-eight on cats, one on a rabbit 
and twenty-three on guinea pigs. Death 
was produced in fifty-two cases by chloro- 
form, in forty-seven cases Ph carbon illu 
minating gas, in thirty-th.ee cases by 
curare, in sixteen by ether, in five by ni- 
trous oxide, in five by drow: ing, and in 
one by ammonia.” 


Why Men Get Bald. 


[London Mail:] Too much haircutting 
was suggested as a cause of baidness by Dr. 
F. H. Barendt, a skin specialist of Liver- 
pool, at a sectional meeting of the British 
Medical conference at Brighton. 

“Why is it there are so many bald men 
and so few bald women?” he asked. “I be- 
lieve it is because men wil) not let their 
hair grow to a proper length. The average 
man wears his hair about an inch long 
whereas it should be at least thirteen or 
fourteen inches.” 

Dr. Barendt afterward explained that he 
considered nature was affronted by fre- 
quent cutting of the hair. “If it is not al- 
lowed to grow to the length I have men- 
tioned it becomes dry and loses its strength, 
much in the same way that the muscles of 
the body become flabby and weak if they 
are not exercised.” 


Dr. David Walsh, a Harley-street skin 
specialist, told the meeting that he consid- 
ered the abnormal loss of hair on the head, 
as well as many skin diseases was largely 
associated with defective circulation of the 
blood. Loss of hair might often be taken 
as a sign of heart trouble. In support of 
this he found that out of thirty-six bald peo- 
ple he had examined twenty-four were suf. 
fering from valvular disease of the heart. 

Criticising this theory of the association 
of baldness with heart disease, Dr. Alfred 
Eddowes mentioned the case of an ex- 
tremely bald man who was one of the most 
powerful gymnasts he knew. 

Of the 200 doctors at the conference nine 
were completely and eight partly bald. Of 
those seventeen twelve were of fair com- 
plexion, the rest being dark. 


Starch Baths for Fatigue. 


[New York Times: ] Starch baths are 
the latest “cure,” having been introduced 
from Paris. A society woman who is rec- 
ommending her friends to try this latest 
idea describes the manner in which the 
bathe should be taken. She says: 

“All you have to do is to buy a pound of 
ordinary pure starch from your grocer. 
Then dissolve the starch in a saucepanful 
of hot water and pour the solution into a 
well-filled bath of water at a temperature 
of 95 to 89 degrees, but not exceeding blood 
heat. Then to take the cure lie down flat 
in the bath—with all but the face and hair 
immersed—and remain there for at least 
twenty minutes. No more hot water must 
be added, or the beneficial effect will be 
considerably marred. Paris is raving over 
the stimulating effects of such baths, which 
impart to the flesh a feeling as though one 
had bathed in rich cream. A starch bath 
is restful and soothing to the nerves and 
leaves a delightful sense of exhilaration for 
several hours afterward. if you feel limp 
or washed-out, the starch bath will make 
up your condition as the laundress does the 
crumpled shirt. The bath is best taken be- 
fore breakfast or before dressing for din- 
ner.” 

A Lendon doctor said that he quite be- 
lieved that starch would have a soothing 
effect upon the skin—just as powder had. 
He added that there probably would be 
some danger of catching cold if a full half 
hour were spent in water of such reduced 
temperature.
